Philip T. Dodge, President of the International Paper Co., 
Gives Out Statement Denying That His Company Is 
Associated or Identified in Any Way With Paper Mill 
Propositions Widely Exploited by Jason Rogers of the 
New York Globe—Statement Also Says Company Has 
No Connection With Any of Mr. Rogers’ Other Projects 
—Paper Mills Need More Cars and More Coal.

The reports that have been circulated recently that the Interna- 
tional Paper Company was connected with paper mill projects of 
Jason Rogers of the New York Globe have no foundation in fact. 
In denying these reports the following statement signed by P. T. 
Dodge, president, was sent out from the offices of the Inter- 
national Paper Company, 30 Broad Street, New York, on Mon- 
day of this week: 

“We are receiving so many inquiries as to whether this company 
is associated or identified in any way with the proposed paper 
mill schemes widely exploited by Mr. Jason Rogers, and there 
are so many rumors afloat on this subject, that it seems proper 
to say that the*International Paper Company is not affiliated or 
connected in any way whatever with the paper mill building 
plans of Mr. Rogers or any of his other projects.” 


Paper Mills Appeal for Cars and Coal 


A shutdown of rsany newspapers will be the result of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission’s ruling on the allocation 
of coal and wood cars according to Philip T. Dodge, president 
of the International Paper Company. The International Paper 
Company supplies a great many publications with paper and if 
its mills were forced to close down it might precipitate a very 
serious situation. 

In a letter making a plea to the commission for consideration 
of the needs of the paper mills for rail equipment to deliver 
their fuel and pulpwood, Mr. Dodge called attention to the 
fact that there are over 400 newspapers all over the country 
who are living “from hand to mouth” because of the situation 
the paper manufacturers find themselves in. 

“There is no accumulation of paper,” Mr. Dodge remarked. 
“The newspapers are using paper daily as they receive it. 
There is no immediate shortage of pulpwood for our supplies. 
We have stock for several months ahead piled up along rail- 
roads with men waiting to load it into cars. Rolling stock is 
needed to get it to the mills. 

“Coal cars must be allocated to us to bring us fuel to run 
the mills. The plants at Berlin and Franklin, N. H., Niagara 
Falls, Piercefield and Brownsville, N. Y., Bellows Falls and 
Wilder, Vt., and Orono, Me., will have to shut down unless cars 
are sent us soon.” 

In reference to the apportionment of cars, Mr. Dodge said: 
“Your very drastic service orders do not take into consider- 
ation the necessity of shipments to the paper mills. We sub- 
mit that there should be some modification of the orders which 
will enable the Rochester and Pittsburgh Coal and Iron Company 
of Indiana, Pa., and the Watkins Coal Company of Barnesboro, 
Pa., to ship to us without delay.” : 

In a recent interview he remarked that the International 
Paper Company had in the past few months bought about 500 
cars in order to help relieve the situation and because of the 
fact that these cars are privately owned they are not permitted 
to carry a single pound of freight, except for the owners, and 
must travel one way empty at a time when every available 


square foot of car space is at a premium. He added that in 
order to fulfill its contracts the International Paper Company 
has bought a great deal of sulphite at a very high price to 
put into paper which has been contracted for a long time, so 
long in fact that no allowance was made for the great rise 
in the price of sulphite so that the company is actually losing 
thousands of dollars on it. 

In concluding Mr. Dodge remarked emphatically, “The In- 
ternational Paper Company always fulfills its contracts.” 


Conservation of News Print Necessary 


If the consumers of news print do not wish to be up against 
a very serious situation in the near future stricter conservation 
than ever is absolutely necessary, according to a recent bulletin 
issued by the American Newspaper Publishers’ Association. 
Despite the importation of German and Scandinavian paper 
in small quantities and the construction of many new domestic 
factories the shortage of this paper is to be combated only by 
rigid economy in its use. The bulletin of the A. N. P. A. is as 
follows: 

“Recent indications as to the available supply and cost of 
paper, however, interpreted by buyer and seller, make it per- 
fectly obvious that the one safe course for the publisher is to 
conserve paper. 

“Publishers have already accomplished a good deal along 
this line, but they can and should do more. Their difficulties 
will be increased if they do not. What has been accomplished 
in the conservation of news print is reflected in the present 
status of the spot market which is now down around eleven 
cents with some offerings for future deliveries at ten cents. 
A small amount of German and Scandinavian paper has been 
brought to this country, but not enough to seriously affect the 
market. 

“For variously assigned reasons certain manufacturers are 
offering less paper for contract next year than they sold to 
American publishers this year. Several mills under course of 
construction that were supposed to be in operation soon have 
been delayed in completion. Even if this relief were still avail- 
able it still would be incumbent on the publisher if he wants 
to get away from the present burdensome range of prices to 
find further means of economy. 

“The cost of paper and the known increases in labor and 
other items of operation will have to be met not merely by 
increased revenue but by money saved. Economy of paper 
consumption effects big savings immediately. This: is just 
another urgent reason for conservation of the available supply.” 


Pennsylvania Paper Stock Co. Burned 


PittspurGH, Pa., August 17, 1920—The warehouse of the 
Pennsylvania Paper Stock Company, First avenue, was damaged 
by fire to the extent of about $50,000 last week. When discovered 
the fire had burned through a dozen large bales of paper which 
had been prepared for shipment, and when firemen arrived they 
found the building a raging furnace. 

The fire is believed to have started by spontaneous combustion 
in the shipping department, It spread to the upper floors of the 
main building, a four-story structure and for a time threatened to 
destroy the entire building. 


Harry P. Gould Forestry Trustee 


Harry P. Gould, president and treasurer of the Gould Paper 
Company of Lyons Falls, N. Y., has been appointed successor 
to the late Francis Hendricks as trustee of the College of For- 
estry, Syracuse university, by Governor Alfred E. Smith. Mr. 
Gould is considered an expert in reforestation work. He op- 
erates one mill at Lyons Falls and another at Donnecona, Canada. 
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BIG INCREASE IN CAPITAL 
BY MEAD PULP & PAPER CO. 


Capital Now Is $6,300,000—Amount of Increase Is the 
Largest Granted by the Secretary of State of Ohio to a 
Dayton Corporation This Year—Capital Was Expanded 
to Permit of the Construction of Another Plant at Chilli- 
cothe—Champion Coated Paper Co. Begins a Series of 
Improvements at Hamilton—Interest in Report Regarding 

Florida Saw Grass—Visit Spanish River Mills. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, August 16, 1920.—Announcement this week 
that the details attending the increased capitalization of the 
Mead Pulp and Paper Company, of Dayton and Chillicothe, 
had been completed, proved of interest to the trade and finan- 
cial circles as well. 

The amount of the increase was the largest granted by the 
Secretary of State to a Dayton corporation during the year, 
having totaled $4,800,000. The original capital of the company 
was $1,500,000 and this was increased to $6,300,000. 

The capital was increased to permit of the construction of 
another magazine, lithograph, offset and book paper product 
plant at Chillicothe. The firm realized more than one year ago 
that there would be a tremendous demand for the better grades 
of paper and has been adding to its output in every possible 
way. However, the most effective manner, it was realized, of 
securing any kind of a substantial output was to increase the 
mill facilities and add another machine. This has been. done, 
or will be done, when all details of mill construction are com- 
pleted. A new 154-inch Fourdrinier is being installed by the 
Pusey & Jones Company, of Wilmington, Del. 

But for certain delays which, as everyone realizes, were un- 
avoidable, with shipping facilities as badly crippled as they 
are now, the mill would have been completed by this time. 
Just when paper will be turned out on the new machine can- 
not be stated. Most machinery has arrived in good time but 
there has been a delay in receiving electrical apparatus. 

When the Mead Paper company conducted a paper mill on 
Front street in this city some years ago, the Chillicothe plant 
was recognized as a most valuable adjunct, particularly in the 
output of pulp. In 1905 the company was reorganized by 
George H. Mead, who since that time has proved to be an 
important factor in the paper manufacturing business of this 
country as well as Canada. 

Not so long ago the capital was increased from $1,000,000 
to $1,500,000 to enlarge the business and now that a more 
material addition to the finances of the firm has been made to 
develop trade, a much greater extension of business is assured. 

The George H. Mead Paper Company of this city has been 
authorized to do business in Canada and has devoted a sub- 
stantial sum to the development of trade in the Dominion. It 
is understood the headquarters of the firm will be in Toronto. 


Champion Coated Paper Improvements 


Another forward step was taken this week when the Cham- 
pion Coated Paper Company, of Hamilton, secured a permit 
from the building inspector of that city to erect ‘an addition 
to Mill No. 1 on North B street. 

It was estimated that the cost of the building will be $12,500. 
This is but one of a series of improvements, it is understood, 
which the company has under consideration. It is the second 
addition made thus far this year and will do much to relieve 
the cramped conditions at the mill. 

As stated in these columns some time ago, the Champion 
Coated Paper Company secured an authorization of increase 


in capital from $3,600,000 to $6,600,000. Thus, ample means are 
at hand to make substantial changes, not only here but at 
Canton, N. C., where the Champion Fibre Company’s plant 
is located. 

Improved Railroad Facilities Promised 

When Daniel Willard, head of the Baltimore & Ohio system, 
addressed the Chamber of Commerce in this city last week, 
he sounded an optimistic note that has gone around the coun- 
try. He stated that the increase granted to the railway work- 
ers, in wages, and the consequent advance in freight and pas- 
senger rates authorized by the Government body, gave assur- 
ance of prosperity in greater measure than most business men 
and manufacturers realized. 

He expressed the opinion that the action would result in 
an improvement in the service to be rendered by employees, 
while the railroads would be in position to make such changes 
and additions as to insure adequate railway facilities and 
prompt deliveries. 

Interest in Florida Saw Grass 

Considerable interest was manifested here this week in the 
news story carried in last week’s Paper TraDE JouRNAL from 
Tampa, Fla., indicating that news print would be manufac- 
tured from saw grass. 

Quite a few Ohioans own large acreage in Florida, while 
there are many owners of small tracts located in the Ever- 
glades which are growing thick with this kind of grass. The 
crop of saw grass is so luxuriant that nothing else can be 
seen for miles and miles, and local parties are wondering 
whether pulp mills will dot the place once inhabited by 
Seminoles. 

They say most of this territory has been drained and awaits 
only the coming of the “iron horse” and the construction of 
turnpikes, to make the country blossom like the rose. If 
Brother Leach of the Leesburg Commercial really has devel- 
oped what he says he has, he has struck it rich. A couple of 
years ago the late Warner Miller, who originated the method 
of making pulp from wood, made inquiries concerning the 
possibilities of the Everglades, but particularly on the point 
of sugar cane growing, as he was interested in the manufac- 
ture of paper from bagasse. 

While it seems that the idea of making paper pulp from 
saw grass was being experimented on at that time, little was 
known of the success of the experiments. Now that print 
paper is steadily ascending in price and a shortage appears in 
sight during the next few years, interest centers in the Florida 
development. 

Moore Haven and Fort Myers, which are said to be after 
pulp mills of this sort, are near the Everglades source of 
supply. There never need be any apprehension of a lack of 
saw grass in Florida. 

Big Advance in Champion Paper Stock 

A sale of Champion Paper Company’s stock was made on 
’Change in Cincinnati last week at 215, which is 45 points in 
advance of the last sale on the Exchange, though it was in 
line with the open market sales made some months ago when 
there was a spirited demand for stock. 


Boy Scouts Visit Spanish River Mills 

Arrival of the Boy Scouts of Dayton at the plant of the 
Spanish River Pulp & Paper Company’s plant in Canada was 
announced last Thursday in a telegram from the company’s 
office. It was stated that this was the last point from which 
they could send a telegram. They announced that they had 
been fed by the paper company’s force, and this means a 
great deal, as ravenous appetites usually are developed in hikes 
in the North Woods. The boys were deeply interested in the 
operations of the big paper company and witnessed huge 
log drives for the first time in their careers, 
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ABITIBI POWER & PAPER CO. 
STARTS SUIT FOR LOST LOGS 


Case Is Attracting Much Attention Because of the Importance 
of the Amount and the Importance of the Persons Involved 
—Society of Northeastern Foresters Holds Successful 
Meeting—Supply of News Print Is Discussed at Length at 
the Proceedings of the Imperial Press Conference—Big 
Publishers Express the View That the Days of Cheap 
News Print Are Past.

MontTrREAL, Que., August 15, 1920.—The Abitibi Power and 
Paper Company has brought action in the Police Court at Quebec 
against five lumbermen of Lasarre, named G. E. Lambert, H. 
Bergeron, C. Doheney, J. N. Boucher, and G. C. Chevalier, who 
are charged with having taken lost logs to the amount of $10,000. 
J. M. K. Laflamme, K. C., of Montreal, and Hector Laferte, 
K. C., M. P., who appeared for respondents, admit that their 
clients had been found with the wood in their possession, which 
is alleged to belong to plaintiff, but claim that even if it had 
been the property of the Abitibi Power and Paper Company, 
Limited, this action has been entered in a court which has no 
authority, as it is purely a question to be decided by the civil 
courts. In answer to this, plaintiff, represented by Robert Tasch- 
ereau, K. C., of Montreal, contends that the wood found in pos- 
session of accused was stamped with a registered mark, and under 
no pretext could the respondents have kept it, which was a viola- 
tion of the law. Due to the importance of the amount and the 
fact that the five persons involved are well known in Lasarre 
great interest is manifested in the case. 


The Ontario Pulpwood Cases 


Two cases of unusual interest to the lumberman and public 
generally are before the police court at Parry Sound, Ont. The 
lumbermen and pulpwood owners of the Georgian Bay have 
been greatly troubled, and have suffered heavy losses from the 
operations of log stealers and the number of small mill owners 
who have been willing to act the part of the “fence” and pur- 
chase logs bearing the stamp of other lumbermen. To prevent 
this as far as possible the Timber Marks Act was passed making 
it a criminal offence to either pick up logs bearing the registered 
marks of lumbermen or cut off or deface marks, but in spite 
of severe penalties the privateers have been doing a thriving 
business. 

Meeting of Northeastern Foresters 


The Society of Northeastern Foresters held its annual meeting 
in Canada this year, arriving in Montreal and proceeded by train 
to Berthier where they were the guests of G. C. Piche, Chief 
Forrester of Quebec, and after luncheon visited the Government 
Nurseries and plantations of the sand dunes along the C. P. R. 
Railroad. On leaving Berthier they went to Grand Mere and from 
there to Proulx, the headquarters of the reforestation work of 
the Laurentide Company. 

There was a general meeting in which the eighteen members 
of the Northeastern Society were joined by fourteen Canadian 
foresters and a joint discussion of the demand for the removal 
of the embargo placed by the Quebec, Ontario and New Bruns- 
wick Governments on wood cut from Crown lands for export 
was thoroughly discussed. 

The party then proceeded to Grand Mere and inspected the 
plantation of the Laurentide Company and the mills and were 
the guests of the company at lunch. Fifteen of the members then 
proceeded to Lake Edward as the guests of the Commission of 
Conservation and Dr. Howe, of the University of Toronto, where 


the experimental company was visited. There they saw the sample 
plots and were much interested in the results obtained. 

Austin Carey, who represented the United States Forest Service 
at the meeting, afterwards proceeded to Quebec to discuss the 
work of the Provincial Government with the Chief Forester. 

Captain H. A. Peck visited the aviation station of the Lauren- 
tide Company in order to inspect the work done in mapping the 
forests by aerial photography and also took a flight over the 
limits of the Laurentide Company to have their method explained 
to him. Captain Peck has been investigating the subject of aero- 
planes or seaplanes for use in forestry and logging work for 
the Riordon Company and he was much impressed with the photo- 
graphic work done by the Laurentide Company. 


Imperial Press Talks News Print 


News print and the supply of this commodity to the newspapers 
were the chief themes at the proceedings of the Imperial Press 
Conference. Reports on behalf of both the Canadian publishers 
and of Canadian manufacturers were heard on the subject, and 
news print difficulties at the Antipodes were emphasized by a 
number of the delegates. 

In Australia, one delegate said they paid as much as $450 a 
ton for news print—when they could get it—and they had to de- 
pend on Canada for it. And why it should increase 100 per cent 
in price over the Canadian and United States prices was another 
thing they could not understand. 

P. D. Ross, Ottawa, pointed out that Canadian newspapers were 
shown no preference in prices and at the same time expressed the 
opinion that Canadian manufacturers had no desire to discriminate 
against Australians or other members of the Empire. 

Before the resolution itself was taken up, John Imrie, repre- 
senting the Canadian publishers, and A. L. Dawe, representing 
the Canadian Pulp and Paper Association, were heard. 

The former told of the growth of the pulp and paper in- 
dustry in Canada and of the reasons for the steadily increas- 
ing exportation of Canadian pulp and news print to the United 
States and the great increase in the prices of those commodities. 
He contended that the increase in prices had no relation to costs 
of production. He suggested however, that there might be Em- 
pire partnership in pulp and paper production, and that the people 
of other British Dominions might join with Canada in providing 
capital for further expansion of the pulp and paper industry in 
the Dominion. 

Mr. Dawe objected to the statement that paper prices bore no 
relation to costs of production. He agreed with Mr. Irmie that 
in Quebec was much material available to supply the British mar- 
ket with pulp and paper and many opportunities for the applica- 
tion of British capital. He suggested the formation of a joint 
committee of newspaper proprietors and paper manufacturers to 
standarize sizes of news print and eliminate waste in the manu- 
facture and use of paper. The suggestion did not, however, meet 
with much support from Viscount Burnham, who spoke for pub- 
lishers of Great Britain. 

Dr. Leys compared the size of Canadian newspapers to that 
of the daily journals of New Zealand, and declared that the latter 
had been suffering from a real shortage of news print. 

The addresses of the Australasians induced Viscount Burnham 
to request the paper manufacturers to increase the allotment of 
news print for the Australasian market. This request Mr. Dawe 
promised to lay before the manufacturers’ organization. 

The following resolution was carried: “The question of paper 
supplies being of vital importance to members of the Empire 
Press Union steps should be taken to ensure adequate supplies 
throughout the Empire and that a standing committee be appointed 
to give effect to the above such committee to consist of two repre- 
sentatives of the British Isles and one delegate appointed by each 
delegation and the president, who is to be chairman.”

It is fully anticipated that one of the most important con- 
erete results of the imperial conference will be the early investment 
of heavy sums of British and Australian capital in the erection 
of pulp mills in the Dominion. The question of paper supply is 
probably one of the most acute problems with which the empire 
prss especially in the Antipodes has to deal, papers in Australia 
and New Zealand being compelled to pay over $500 a ton for 
their supplies and having difficulty in securing an adequate amount 
at any price. 

Keen surprise was manifested by delegates at the intelligence 
that of the money invested in the pulp mills in Canada, only 10 per 
cent was English capital. As a matter of fact no single mill in 
the Dominion is controlled by British interests. Five mills are 
in Canadian control. The others are exclusively in American 
hands. 

Prior to the departure of the members of the conference, John 
Imrie, representing the publishers was in receipt of many en- 
quiries from delegates as to the opportunity for British capital. 
With the gradual improvement of the exchange situation it is 
anticipated that there will be heavy investment in Quebec and else- 
where. 

Some Big Publishers’ Views 


In view of the great market interest in the securities of this 
category, some of the comments on the outlook by the delegates 
is of important concern. 

Viscount Burnham, the chairman of the conference, in a recent 
interview, stated: “I do not think that there will be much of a de- 
crease in price of news print for the next eighteen months or two 
years. We have reached a new price-level for paper. It is high 
and may go still higher.” 

Sir Campbell Stuart, of the Northcliffe enterprises, expressed 
himself of the opinion that there would not be any early decline 
in the cost of news print to publishers. “The Times,” he said, 
“sells now for threepence and the cost of paper is steadily advanc- 
ing. I do not look for cheaper prices for a long time to come.” 

T. B. MacLachlan, of the Edinburgh Scotsman, stated, “The 
public will have to realize that the day of cheap news print and 
cheap newspaper is§over. I do not think that the constantly 
ascending price of print will be maintained yet, on the other 
hand, I do not believe that we shall ever see anything like old 
prices again. I am firmly of the opinion that Canada is on the 
threshold of an astonishing prosperity.” 


New Company Is Formed 


“The Standard Pulp and Paper Company, Limited,” patent 

-letters have been issued by the Lieutenant-Governor of the 
Province of Quebec, bearing date July 28, 1920, incorporating: 
John Ball, manufacturer, New York City, N. Y.; William Stephen 
Bullock, manufacturer, Rexton Pond, Que.; Wilfrid Herbert Bul- 
lock, manufacturer, Quebec, for the following purposes: 
To carry on the business of manufacturers, importers, exporters 
and merchants of sulphite, sulphate, pulp and paper and lumber 
and their composites and derivatives, with a total capital stock 
of $12,000,000,000 divided into one hundred and twenty thousand 
shares of one hundred dollars each. The head office of the com- 
pany will be at Quebec. 


The Stock Market Crash 


The unexpected decline in practically all the paper issues listed 
_ on the Montreal Stock Exchange does not appear to be warranted. 
Some of these securities have lost from ten to twenty points or 
more during the past two. weeks, and this weakness cannot in 
any way be attributed to a depreciation of the strong financial 
position in which the different pulp and paper corporations find 
. themselves at the present time. In fact, they are steadily piling 





up earnings, and are likely to do so for an indefinite time. 

It is no secret that the paper industry of this continent, at 
least, is practically in the hands of Canadian manufacturers who 
have the situation absolutely in hand as regards the regulation 
of prices for news print, which is slowly but surely advanced from 
time to time, augumenting handsomely the bank accounts of the 
plants interested. 

Only two or three weeks ago Spanish River common was 
quoted at 124% while the preferred touched 136. Brompton New 
Stock sold over 80. Laurentide touched 125, while Wayagamack 
sold as high as 135 and over, Abitibi at 88. 


Centennial Mills at Valatie Sold 


The trade will be interested to learn that the Gibbs-Brower 
Company, paper and pulp mill broker of 261 Broadway, New 
York, has sold the Centennial Mills at Valatie, N. Y., for Robert 
P. Richmond, the recent owner. Mr. Richmond has successfully 
operated this mill for many years, running on bogus wrapping 
and tissues at times. The product, however, is primarily a pure 
rye straw paper, which is greatly in demand at the present time 
on account of the scarcity of pulpwood for paper making. It is 
a two machine mill and situated on the banks of the Kinderhook 
Creek, which is well known to all paper makers in the East. 
There is an excellent water power here which is sufficient to run 
the entire mill nine to ten months in the year. 


There is a rather interesting condition in connection with the 
back flow from the nine foot head dam at this mill. Some years 
ago this dam was raised without any noticeable results to the 
landscape up stream, with the exception of the partial flooding, 
at high water, of a part of a farmer’s pasture lands. After con- 
siderable argument pro. and con. it was agreed by the owners of 
the mill, dam, and water power rights, that he would pay this 
farmer $100 per year to compensate him for the flowage. There 
is an old saying, “Let a sleeping dog lie,” and to this day our 
farmer friend receives his annual income from the backed up 
waters of the Old Dutch Kinderhook Creek. 

The mill has been purchased by the Gibraltar Corrugated Paper 
Company of Brooklyn, N. Y., who will make immediate altera- 
tions and improvements for the purpose of producing nine point 
straw paper for corrugating. 

It is in reality an astonishing fact, which proves the trend of 
the times, that within the past eight months, the Gibbs-Brower 
Company has sold four of the paper mills in this section of the 
country, all within a comparatively few miles of each other, 
namely, the paper mill formerly of the Berkshire Box and Paper 
Company at Mellenville, N. Y., for Joseph A. Leggett of Troy, 
N. Y., to the Weis Fibre Container Corporation, of Monroe, Mich., 
the paper mill formerly of the J. Meyers Van Buren Company of 
Mellenville, N. Y., for the widow of Mr. Van Buren, et al. to 
Charles E. Perry of the Charles E. Perry Paper Comany of Bos- 
tons, Mass., and F. B. Oldham, formerly of Hartford, Conn., and 
now of Albany, N. Y.; the paper mill formerly of the Van de 
Carr Paper Company at Stockport Center, N. Y. to E. H. Angier 
of Framingham, Mass., and the Centennial Mill at Valatie, N. Y. 


Naubuc Paper Mill Burns

Paper mill belonging to Fred B. Clark last week. An overheated 
furnace was the probable cause, raw stock having become ig- 
nited.

PHILADELPHIA, August 17, 1920—Promise of rapid improve- 
ments in transportation held out by the experiences of the pre- 
ceding week were not realized last week greatly to the disappoint- 
ment of the paper distributors. The fact rather than mid-August 
days was held responsible for the rather quiet times of the last 
seven days. It is true that there is a decided slump in the re- 
quirements of the printing trade, particularly the smaller job 
printers and it is furthermore a fact that demand for present 
requirements from ordinarily large consumers in the textile and 
leather industries has fallen off almost to nothing. But it is like- 
wise true that a revival of demand from these quarters is begin- 
ning to show itself and that there is confidence on their part that 
activity shortly will be resumed. Call on the paper dealers for 
anticipated requirements therefore continues but though the or- 
ders are in hand, progress in getting the goods to fill them is 
very slow. Demand from other consumers than those engaged 
in the trades mentioned keeps up most satisfactorily. All grades 
of wrappings enjoy an active market and for all, the price is 
firmly maintained with still further advances of a half cent or 
thereabout in silks, screenings and krafts. The higher grades of 
paper remained unchanged this week but an advance on Septem- 
ber 1 is anticipated. There is not a jobber who believes that the 
trade is yet at the peak of prices; there is consensus of opinion 
that since there is no inflation, costs will continue to climb with 
advances in raw materials and of freights and that high as paper 
prices are, their advance has not kept pace with increases in 
many other commodities. 

The freight question has been a most vexatious one. Complaint 
is made that the railroads seem to take no interest in the jobbers’ 
welfare. Attention is directed to the experience of several houses 
“eager to get shipments through to New England points who were 
informed by railroad officials that just the day before a complete 
train had been sent out. If only a few hours prior notice to this 
effect had been given advantage of the opportunity would have 
been taken. But embargoes are on and off, shipments are made 
without any regularity or system. No shipper can count with 
certainty on anything. The York Haven Company during the 
week notified the trade that it was unable to get the necessary 
permits for shipments and though ordered goods were ready de- 
liveries could not be made. Railroad officials interviewed by the 
trade claim that conditions are beyond their control in that under 
Governmental management or mismanagement, rolling stock was 
permitted to deteriorate to such an extent that two engines are 
often required to do the work which one in proper condition could 
do. Express service is being resorted to, many consumers being 
quite willing to pay the additional cost to get prompter service. 


D. L. Ward Co. to Make Envelopes 
The D. L. Ward Company which recently announced its pur- 
pose to go into the manufacture of envelopes and other paper spe- 
cialties, secured during the week a location on the fourth and fifth 
floors of the Arrott Mills building, Second street and Columbia 
avenue. Machinery equipment is now being installed on the 
15,000 square feet of space available, and production will start at 


the close of the month. W. F. Leonard who will be in charge of 
the manufacturing department will remove his offices next week 
from the fourth floor of the Ward Sixth street headquarters to 
the new plant. Appointment was made this week of George A. 
Gack as foreman. Mr. Gack recently filled a similar position with 
with the Charles A. Sanderson Company, Warnock above Jeffer- 
son street. The Ward Company will do some envelope printing 
at the new plant but only on rotary presses for capacity produc- 


tion and will not compete with the printing trade in this line of 
work. 


Hinde & Dauch Co. to Move 

On September 1 the Hinde & Dauch Company will remove 
from its present location Sansom street below Second street to 
its own reconstructed warehouse at the northeast corner of 
Water and South streets containing upwards of 40,000 square 
feet of space. The fourth floor will be used for sorting, the third 
for storing, the second for baling and the first for loading and 
unloading and for executive offices for manager A. Kenneth 
Brigg. 

The new warehouse has been most completely appointed with 
time and labor saving devices for the handling of stock, one of 
these being an automatic electrically driven Lowerator which 
carries bales on an endless platform to the Lowerator proper 
which in turn automatically dumps off the bales at any floor 
selected by the pushing of a button. Balers are of the latest type, 
electrical and continuous, Henceforth the company will do its 
own hauling. A Pennsylvania Railroad siding has been run into 
the new warehouse. The local house gathers stock for its cor- 
rugated fibre shipping box plants in Gloucester, Watertown, San- 
dusky and Toronto. 

Phil-Fibre Mill to Start New Machine 


The machine in the new Phil-Fibre Boxboard Mill, Delaware 
avenue and Tasker street, is completed and last week the dry 
end was spun around. The company is now in the market for 
the purchase of paper stock for the manufacture of chip, news 
and combination board. It will begin production this week and 
hopes to run up at once to its capacity of 40 to 50 tons daily. The 
La Boiteaux Company will market all its products. 

S. Walter Co. Makes Improvements 

The S. Walter Company, Inc., Fourth and Cherry streets is 
completing rearrangements of warehouse and offices which will 
greatly expedite the delivery of goods necessitated by rapidly 
growing business in the wrapping paper and twine lines. A 2% 
ton Packard truck has just been added to the delivery service. 
Trunk systems and exchanges for both telephone lines have been 
installed. 

General News of the Trade 

Progress in bringing order out of the confusion following the 
fire in the wrapping paper warehouse of Sylvester S. Garrett, 
Third and Spruce streets, is being but slowly made for the rea- 
son that the insurance adjusters still are in possession of the prop- 
erty. Stock undamaged. by the fire passed through other danger 
during the week. The roof of the building was entirely burned 
away and only at the week end were repairs begun. The tor- 
rential rains of the early part of the week drenched floors and 
stock and the office force had fairly to wade through water to 
reach desks. 

The Gatti-McQuade Company is in course of removal from 
its Wood street warehouse to the new quarters recently purchased 
on North American near Green street. An electrical equipment 
for the expeditious handling of stock has been installed. Egbert 
H. Farr is manager and Charles Swanson his assistant. : 

Proprietor William J. McGarrity of the Penn Paper and Stock 
Company, Delaware avenue and Race street, has not yet been 
successful in his quest for new quarters. However the lease on 
the present location still has a number of months to run.

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PAPER DEMAND IN TORONTO 
IS SHOWING NO FALLING OFF 


No Reduction in Prices, It Is Predicted, Will Be Made While 
the Present Shortage Continues—New Pulp and Paper 
Enterprises Are Constantly Being Discussed—Prediction 
Is Made That Pulp of All Varieties Will Be Advanced 
in Price This Fall—Delegates to the Imperial Press Con- 
ference Are Lavishly Entertained—Good Progress on 
Plant of Kaministiquia Pulp & Paper Co.

Toronto, Ont., August 16, 1920.—While there is a slackening off 
in many other activities in Canada and a tendency to tighten up 
in the matter of industrial operations, no such a state of affairs 
applies to the paper and pulp enterprises of the Dominion. These 
are receiving greater attention than ever and new projects are 
being -discussed all the while. There can, it is predicted, be no 
reduction in price so long as the present shortage continues and 
there is no visible indication of any diminution in the demand. 
The printing trade is rather quiet at present and this has lessened 
the requisitions for small quantities, but big orders keep up. 

The shortage of news print and book paper is felt on all sides 
and the Ontario Government has been unable to get its usual 
quota of blue books and reports from the King’s Printer of the 
province. That official has been instructed that paper must be 
obtained at any cost and the matter of delivering government 
literature of an official character be no longer delayed. The car 
situation has improved at many points and shipments are now 
coming through a little more freely. Manufacturing stationers 
and coated paper mills are having their own troubles in getting 
stock and are worrying along as best they can. 

There has been a cry raised by the Health Department of To- 
ronto against unwrapped bread being filthy, but that commodity 
has gone so high in price that all bread manufacturers have prac- 
tically discontinued sealing their loaves. The people will not 
pay the extra cent, and then it is impossible for the bakeries to 
obtain a sufficient supply of waxed paper. Less than one per cent 
of the bread is now being wrapped. 

There is no doubt that as a result of the visit of the Imperial 
publishers to Canada they will induce British capital to invest 
more money in pulp and paper undertakings in the Dominion 
and also acquire pulp wood limits. This potentiality has been 
widely discussed in the press during the past few days. 

There have been no changes in prices during the last week on 
any lines of paper but toilet and tissue mills may again revise 
their quotations so urgent is the demand. It is predicted that 
pulp of all kinds will go higher this Fall and there is every 
reason to believe that paper will follow in sympathy. Never was 
ground wood pulp so scarce and sulphite is particularly active. 
The call for paper comes to Canada on all sides and, if there was 
twice the quantity produced that there is today, there would be 
no difficulty in disposing of it at home and abroad. Foreign in- 
quiries were never so numerous. It is announced that the Ontario 
Government will shortly take steps to revise its whole system 
of the administration of Crown lands, giving greater attention 
to forestry and looking more intently to the development of the 
north. Some of the cabinet ministers are in favor of the province 
launching out in the ground wood pulp business to materially aid 
expansion in new Ontario. If this step is not taken other con- 
cessions than those already allotted are likely to be opened up and 
bids for the right to cut timber invited in the near future. 


Pressmen Are Lavishly Entertained 
The delegates to the Imperial Press Conference, who spent sev- 
eral days in Toronto, have left for the western portion of Canada 


but will return on September 8 which will be “Imperial Press. 
Day” at the Canadian National Exhibition, Toronto. No visi- 
tors to Canada outside of the Royal circle have been entertained 
on such a lavish scale as the Imperial journalists. It is estimated 
that the cost of trip to the Dominion and Provincial Govern- 
ments and to the various publishers, who are financing the ex- 
pedition, will exceed $150,000. The Dominion Government voted 
$50,000 toward the fund and each of the provincial governments 
gave $5,000. Various publishers contributed from $5,000 to $500. 
The two special trains in use are fitted up in regal style and no. 
charges are made the delegates for transportation, while dining 
and Pullman expenses are met out of the special fund for that 
purpose. 
Increasing Production of Pulpwood 

Pulpwood operators are getting busy in Hastings, Hali- 
burton and other counties. The high prices paid are causing 
many to take out wood who never engaged in this line before. 
The call for the various pulp and paper mills in the province is 
for more wood. One hundred and twenty-six cords of pulp- 
wood are cut and loaded every day at the plant of the Hydro- 
Electric Commission on the old Rathbun property in North Hast- 
ings. Night and day day shifts are employed. 

Rag Market Continues Active 

There is a great call for waste paper of all kinds and news- 
papers and books tied are bringing one cent a pound and loose, 
sixty cents per 100 pounds, while special prices are quoted for 
ton lots. New cotton cuttings continue in excellent demand with 
a shortage of material in evidence and prices going up. Roofing 
rags are quiet and also manila rope although there is no great 
quantity on hand. The market for mixed papers and newspapers 
is strong with a good demand for the same. White shavings, both 
hard and soft, are in active requisition and there are numerous. 
orders which cannot be filled. White blanks continue to ad- 
vance in price. 

New Pulp Plant Is Under Way 

The construction of the big pulp mill, which will be erected at 
Port Arthur by the Kaministiquia Pulp and Paper Comany, is 
going ahead satisfactorily. U. M. Waite, New York, president 
and general manager of the company, last week paid a visit to 
the scene of operations. The new directors of the company have 
been elected as follows: A. E. Osler, Toronto; John Ball, New 
York; C. D. Howe, Port Arthur; F. R. Graham, Toronto; Hon. 
T. W. McGarry, Toronto; J. E. Regan, Toronto, who is also 
secretary-treasurer. Mr. Waite, head of the new concern, was 
for many years in charge of the International Paper Company’s 
ground wood plants. An issue of $750,000, seven per cent, five 
year, first mortgage gold bonds of the Kaministiquia Company is 
being offered to the public through local bond houses. 

Board Prices Take Another Jump 

Paper box factories are being faced with constantly increasing 
costs, not only in the matter of wages, but in the price of board. 
During the past week they received word that the quotations, 
which had prevailed for July and August, would be advanced 
ten per cent for September. The following figures now rule-— 
manila lined chip board, $150; manila lined news, double, $183; 
No. 3 pulp, chip, straw and straw chip, $133; No. 3 pulp, lined 
two sides, $150; news board, $146; gray folding, $192; pulp fold- 
ing, $172; filled wood, $154; chip white, vat lined, $146. The 
mills are weeks behind in shipments and a great shortage pre- 
vails which seriously handicaps many of the paper box plants 
in their deliveries. 


Stiffer Prices for Two Years 
Lord Burnham, president of the Imperial Press Conference, 
while in Toronto stated that he was a paper manufacturer him- 
self as well as proprietor of the London, England, Daily Telegraph. 
On his return from Western Canada he intends spending a week

in Quebec investigating pulp and paper opportunities with a view 
to looking to further production for his own firms and also that 
of others. The position in England with regard to news print 
is a serious one but, according to Lord Burnham, not nearly as 
acute as in Australia where there is practically a famine in this 
commodity. The rate for news print in England is now six and 
seven pence a pound and this fact is having a serious effect upon 
the financial condition of newspapers and the price they com- 
mand. He declared that a new price level had, in his opinion, 
been reached for a long time owing to world-wide conditions 
and while today’s prices are high, he did not see much probability 
for any fall for, at least, two years. 


Prosecutions in Timber Probe 

Until the investigation is completed and the final report pre- 
sented by the judges of the Commission, there will not be any 
prosecution by the Ontario Government in connection with the 
timber and pulp wood probe. An interim report has already 
been presented recommending the prosecution of the Russell 
Lumber Company, of Port Arthur, for alleged irregularities in 
connection with the cutting of pulp wood from lands for which 
they had only a mining licenses. It is said that other grave dis- 
closures have been made as the result of the inquiries of the 
commissioners, Judges Riddell and Latchford. 


Woods Operations on Big Scale 

Lieut.-Col. Thomas Gibson, J. G. Gibson and T. H. Watson, 
of Toronto, have returned from a tour of inspection of the mills 
of the Spanish River Pulp and Paper Mills, Ltd., at Espanola, 
Sault Ste. Marie and Sturgeon Falls. All the plants are rushed 
to the limit and the company is employing some 5,000 men in 
wood operations. Recently there was taken on the properties 
of the company, eight reels of moving pictures entitled “From 
spruce to news print,” and this has been shown at the various 
mills, all the employes being admitted free. The pictures, which 
take two hours to display, afford a splendid’ object lesson of 
the magnitude and variety of the company’s operations, especially 
in the pulp wood end. 


Personals and General Jottings 

The Canadian-Nashua Paper Company of Peterborough, are 
very busy and it is understood intend opening an office in To- 
ronto in the near future. 

A new factory has just been completed on Queen street west, 
Toronto, for Copeland-Chatterton, Limited, manufacturers of 
loose leaf ledgers and filing equipment. This makes the second 
plant of the company, who have another one in Brampton, Ont. 

The members of the Toronto Carton Club held a luncheon 
at the Country Club, Guelph, recently, at which there was a large 
attendance. Representatives were present from Hamilton, Galt, 
Brantford, Kitchener, Guelph and other places and the dinner was 
followed by a business session. 

A. P. Costigane, Toronto, safety engineer of the Ontario Pulp 
and Paper Makers’ Safety Association, has returned from an ex- 
tended trip to Northern Ontario, where he visited a large number 
of paper plants in the interest of the work. He states that the 
general interest in the work is most hopeful and that measures 
taken for the protection of employes is becoming increasingly 
efficient. Mr. Costigane, who is a former chairman of the Pulp 
and Paper Division of the National Safety Council, will, along 
with a number of other Canadians, attend the ninth annual con- 
vention of the latter body in Milwaukee from September 27 to 
October 1.

More Paper Mills in Italy 


There is a wail from Italy about the paper shortage. Italy is 
poverty-stricken when it comes to many raw materials, and among 
them is paper stock. Notwithstanding this shortage of raw mate- 
rials needed in paper manufacturing a very considerable number 
of factories were established in Italy prior to the war. It has 
been found possible to utilize advantageously the water-power 
of the country for the paper mills, and by importing the needed 
raw materials to manufacture paper. Prior to the war, the num- 
ber of paper establishments had increased to 1710, with 36,000 
employes. 

Before the war, Germany and Austria furnished the bulk of 
raw materials required by the Italian paper industry, especially 
cellulose and dry wood pulp. When Italy entered the war, the 
situation became serious for the paper industry. Imports from 
Norway and Sweden were increased, but they were not sufficient 
to offset the loss of raw materials from Germany and Austria. 
Imports of paper stock declined sharply, and were at the lowest 
ebb in 1917. They are still far below the pre-war average. In 
1917 the paper shortage became acute, and it was necessary for 
the government to intervene, in order to insure the delivery of 
quantities required for its own use, and more particularly a supply 
of news print paper sufficient to meet the needs of the press. Had 
there been no control of production, many mills would have de- 
voted their facilities to the manufacture of fine grades of paper, 
from which a larger profit could have been derived, but which 
would have aggravated the shortage. 

Italy is an importer of pasteboard, news print, and other ordi- 
nary printing paper, the bulk of which, before the war, came from 
Germany and Austria, as was the case with wood pulp. In 1919, 
however, the United States had come to occupy the first place as 
a source of supply.

Glens Falls Machine Works at Chemical Show 


The Glens Falls Machine Works will occupy space No. 32 at 
the Chemical Exposition, to be held at the Grand Central Palace 
in New York, next month. It will demonstrate its Rotary 
Sulphur Burner, which is used successfully in the manufacture 
of SO, for the production of sulphurous and sulphuric acid. The 
usefulness of this burner is demonstrated in many industries, 
among which are sulphite pulp, sulphuric acid, copper leaching, 
bleaching of grains, liquid sulphur dioxide, sugar refining and ex- 
traction of fats from tankage. 

The 30-inch sulphur burner will be shown in operation, this 
size having never been demonstrated before. 

Another exhibit will be a model of a Knot and Sliver Screen, 
designed and recently patented by H. D. Wells, of the Engineer- 
ing Department. This machine is a new addition to the line of 
machinery and is now ready to be marketed. 

The Knot and Sliver Screen is for use on either chemical or 
mechanical pulp and operates equally well on both. It performs 
its operation on chemical pulp as the pulp passes from the blow 
pits or diffusers to the screens, and its operation on mechanical 
pulp as the pulp passes from the grinders to the screens. It has 
a large capacity capable of screening 60 tons of chemical pulp in 
24 hours and an equal tonnage of mechanical pulp. It does this 
work, consuming only 1 horsepower of energy. 

This Knot and Sliver Screen is an economical machine from 
all points of view—purchasing, operating, or maintenance. It is 
of simple, durable construction and the whole operation is in plain 
view, and screen plates may be inspected at a glance.

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CANADIAN VISION OF PRINT PAPER 


By JoHN M. Impriz, ManacerR CANADIAN Datty NeEwsPAPER 


The following interesting address in part was delivered by 
John M. Imbrie, manager Canadian Daily Newspaper Associa- 
tion at the Imperial Press Conference at Ottawa, Ont.: 

The present news print demand in Canada and the United States 
is about 600 tons per day in excess of the combined production. 
Part of that production is not available for use in North America 
as 400 tons per day is exported to other continents. 

The immediate cause of the present situation as regards both 
supply and prices is an unprecedented increase in advertising dur- 
ing 1919 and 1920 to date, following closely upon a substantial 
increase in circulation during the war years. 

In the United States during the first two years of the war, 
114 daily newspapers, each with a circulation exceeding 50,000 
copies, had an average increase in circulation of 19 per cent while 
ten foreign language daily newspapers, each with a circulation ex- 
ceeding 50,000 copies, had an average increase of 67 per cent. 
Circulation continued to increase during 1917, the average in- 
crease during that year being about 13 per cent. There was a 
falling off during 1918, but towards the close of that year qa pe- 
riod of unprecedented advertising volume commenced. 


Lineage of New York Papers 


The total advertising lineage in the newspapers of New York 
and Brooklyn was 37 per cent greater in 1919 than in 1918; 
in Chicago the increase was 40 per cent; in Detroit it was 42 
per cent. 

Individual newspapers in each of the cities mentioned had much 
larger increases than the average for the city, as the following 
figures show: 

New York Times, 44 per cent; New York Sun, 55 per cent; 
New York Tribune, 95 per cent; Chicago Tribune, 49 per cent; 
Chicago American, 70 per cent; Detroit News, 45 per cent, and 
Detroit Free Press, 53 per cent. 

Grouping the eighty-nine daily newspapers in the eighteen lead- 
ing cities of the United States, the increase in advertising volume 
during 1919 as compared with 1918 was 39.3 per cent. 

In 1880 the news print production in the United States was ap- 
proximately 110,000 tons and the consumption was about 75,000 
tons. By 1914 production had increased by only 129,000 tons and 
the demand during that year necessitated the importation of 278,- 
000 tons, exports being only 44,000 tons. At the present rate, 
consumption will be about 700,000 tons greater, and there will be 
an unfilled demand of about 270,000 tons. 


Sunday Newspaper Consumption 

The development of the Sunday newspaper was an important 
factor in this increased consumption in the United States. The 
term “Sunday newspaper” has quite a different meaning in Great 
Britain and the United States. In Great Bratain it is possible 
for one to buy a Sunday newspaper that is a newspaper. In 
the United States, if one desires a Sunday newspaper he must 
accept with it a heterogeneous mass of illustrated pages, fashion 
plates, automobile supplements, book reviews, magazine sections, 
etc., aggregating in some cases as many as 150 or 160 pages. 


Remedies for Present Situation 


And now as to the remedies for the present situation, particu- 
larly as regards supply: 

There is, of course, the possibility of a general curtailment of 
business which would have an immediate effect upon the con- 
sumption of news print. No person desires that remedy. 

Apart from that, the situation would probably right itself in the 
course of time. The enormous profits in news print manufac- 
ture at present and prospective prices would attract capital and

bring about greatly increased. production. On the other hand, if 
prices continue to go up there must be eventually a contraction 
in consumption. 

With increases in subscription rates to 10 cents for Sunday 
newspapers and 3 cents or 5 cents for week day issues, there 
would be a lessening of duplication in circulation, particularly if 
the value of money were to increase and 10 cents or 5 cents were 
to mean anything like it did six or seven years ago. There is a 
limit also beyond which advertising rates cannot be increased 
without materially reducing volume. As advertising rates are fur- 
ther increased there will be a tendency to scale down the size 
of advertisements and to use more discrimination in the selection 
of newspapers. 

Let us consider the prospects for a remedy through increased 
production, On the first of this month the rated daily capacities 
of Canadian and United States news print mills were 2,834 tons. 
and 4,751 tons respectively—a total of 7,585 tons per day or 2,- 
275,500 tons per year. Three Canadian and two United States. 
mills are scheduled to install new machines during the last five 
months of this year, adding 190 tons per day to the Canadian 
capacity, and 150 tons per day to the United States capacity. 
During 1921 additional capacity of 580 tons per day is scheduled’ 
for Canada, and 225 tons per day for the United States. 

If these installations take place as scheduled, and all machines- 
now running on news print are retained on that grade of paper, 
the aggregate daily news print capacity on January 1, 1922, will’ 
be 3,604 tons in Canada and 4,976 tons in the United States—a 
total of 8,580 tons, or 2,574,000 tons per year. 


North American Production 


The export business of five Canadian companies, producing 32° 
per cent of the total Canadian production, is handled by and 
through the Canadian Export Paper Company, Ltd., which is an: 
organization of the manufacturers themselves. The entire product 
of two other Canadian copanies, producing 30 per cent of the 
total, is handled through George H. Mead & Co., Dayton, Ohio. 

The export business of two other Canadian companies pro- 
ducing another 17 per cent of the total, is handled through an as- 
sociated news print manufacturer in the United States. These- 
three groups represent 79 per cent of the total Canadian pro- 
duction. Another 7 per cent is produced by a mill owned by the 
Chicago Tribune, and established to supply its needs; and an- 
other 5 per cent is produced by a company that is a subsidiary 
of a news print company in the United States and sells its ex- 
port product through the parent company. 

The market in the United States is close at hand. There is no 
trouble about selling, as United States publishers are coming to 
the offices of Canadian, manufacturers pleading for paper. 


Vision of Empire Industry 


And so in considering the present situation and future pros- 
pects and looking for a solution of both of these and of the 
difficulties confronting the newspapers of the United Kingdom 
and the overseas dominions in regard to pulp and news print 
supplies, I see as a vision a series of pulp and paper industries. 
springing up in the pulp wood forests of this country, controlled 
by British and Empire capital, sending their product to every 
part of the Empire, insuring continued supplies for the Empire 
press, creating another bond of interdependence, and strengthen- 
ing the community of interest and unity of purpose and action, 
among the component parts of the Empire. The opportunity 
is. there; I commend it to your investigation, your consideration: 
and your action. ' 
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Most Desirable Bottom Couch Roll 

Question No. 2538. Will you kindly give us your opinion as to 
which is the most desirable bottom couch roll, a rubber covered 
one, or gun metal covered one? Which would give the least wire 
mark in the bottom side of the sheet? 

Answer No. 2538. Undoubtedly the gun metal covered bottom 
couch roll is far superior in most cases to the rubber-covered roll. 
The wire will last longer, the paper will couch better, the rolls 
require less weighting, and the wire will not stick to the role if 
it should be left standing over-night. The impression of the wire 
in the paper is no greater with the gun metal roll than with the 
rubber covered roll, and it can be as completely obliterated by 
manipulating the weights on the press rolls. 


Bleaching Pulp 


Question No. 2539. Will you please answer in next issue the 
following: I have a furnish 25 per cent unbleached sulphite, 75 
per cent ground wood and in bleaching, it comes to a good bright 
color but in putting in alum to “set” same it turns it a dirty brown 
color losing all its white color as before putting in alum. 
If I do not set it, it will all wash out through washer (that is 
the bleach). How can I set this and keep it a good white color? 

Answer No. 2539. It is somewhat difficult to answer your ques- 
tion accurately without being informed as to what kind of bleach 
you are using, and also a detailed statement of your method of 
procedure. However, in bleaching some pulps it is necessary 
to bleach and wash twice, and a treatment with hot alkali is some- 
times used in conjunction with the acid bleaching process, and 
according to Messrs. Cross and Bevan the alkaline treatment is 
the only sure means for decomposing the yellow chlorination 
products resulting from the action of acid bleach liquor on pulps 
containing residues of lignone. The immediate effect of the al- 
kali is apparently to undo much of the bleaching effect of the 
first acid stage of the process, the chlorinated portions of the pulp 
being colored brown by its action. . This setback is, however, 
only apparent and the color of the pulp brightens as the brown 
products are decomposed and dissolved by the hot alkali. The 
colored solution is then removed by thorough washing, after 
which the pulp is easily bleached to a high white by the use of a 
small quantity of neutral hypochlorite liquor. In this way very 
refractory pulps can be treated successfully, but I would not say 
profitably. We would be pleased to hear from you further in 
regard to the required information. 


Sewing Dryer Felt Together 
Question No. 2540. Please insert the following in your Prac- 


tical page. Is there any preference to the manner in which a 
dryer felt is sewed together. If so kindly state the prefered 
method and reasons for it. Also please state if it is customary 
to turn dryer felts inside out. If so, in what way is this a benefit. 

Answer No. 2540. The different methods generally in vogue 
for joining the ends of dryer felts are, the outside seam, the her- 


ring bone seam and the inside seam. The inside seam is consid- 
ered the best of the three by careful paper makers. By an inside 
seam is meant that both ends of the dryer felt are lapped on the 
inside of the felt, in which position they are sewed together, 
thereby causing a flat surface to be presented to the paper on the 
dryers. This prevents cockles in the paper where the seam 
pressers against it. It also prevents many breaks which are some- 
times caused by a wet outside seam. An inside seam cannot get 
wet. Whatever seam is used, it is of the utmost importance that 
the thread used in sewing is doubled up and thoroughly waxed 
and twisted in order to prevent it burning out prematurely. It 
is not customary to turn dryer felts inside out, but it has been 
done occasionally for various reasons, and is entirely feasible. 
The writer has prolonged the life of dryer felts by several weeks, 
by turning them inside out when they had been on the machine 
about one half their normal life. This is in reference to two 
ply felts and it would be of no advantage to single ply felts. 


Emptying Pulp Boiler by Pump 
The Cellulose Mill of Waldhof has obtained a patent on a 
pump that will remove the stock from the bottom of a cone- 
shaped tank in which the pulp is being boiled. The lower part 
of the boiler is marked a, the pump marked b, while c connects 
both, and d conducts the stock to other vessels there to undergo 


The removal of stock by suction, 
it is claimed, has a number of advantages. For instance, the 
stock can be removed to the next station without delay. Inter- 
mediate store tanks are superfluous. The boiler itself can act as 
a store tank, in a way, as the pump removes the stock in a steady 
stream, as is required by the machine of the next stage, such as 
a lye press, for instance.

Philippine Paper Imports 

Wasuincton, D. C., August 18, 1920—Imports of paper and 
paper manufactures into the Philippine Islands, according to a 
statement just made public by the Bureau of Insular Affairs, 
War Department, during the past year amounted in value to 
some $3,000,000 as compared with about $1,750,000 in 1918 or an 
increase of more than 60 per cent. These include blank books, 
cigarette paper, printing paper, toilet paper, wrapping paper, en- 
veloes, etc. Among the countries furnishing paper imports and 
manufactures thereof during last year were, in the order of their 
importance, the following: United States, France, Japan, Spain, 
China, United Kingdom, Italy, and the British East Indies. 
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RECENT FOREIGN PAPER MAKING PATENTS 


Patent on Drying Cylinders 


Carl Schaaf, of Falkenstein, has obtained a patent on drying 
cylinders equipped with laths instead of solid mantels. The paper 
to be dried, marked 1, runs over the laths, marked 23. In the 
interior of the cylinder there is a fan, marked 24, which drives 
the heat up against the paper. The mantels of the laths end 


cylindrically, marked 26, and are in close contact with the heat 
supply, marked e, thus forming an uninterrupted channel for heat 
to pass through. The paper sheet running over the laths forms 
one of the walls of the channel. The end of the cylinder is 
marked 25. 

That part of the cylinder which is not covered by the running 
paper is encased in a cylindric plate, marked 27. The space be- 
tween 26 and 25 is covered by an asbestos lined band, preventing 
the escape of heat. The band is marked 29. Only hot air or a 


harmless gas are available as heaters. 
* 


New Revolving Screen 
Escher, Wyss & Co., machine manufacturers of Zuerich, 
Switzerland, have obtained a patent on a revolving screen to be 
used in papermaking. 
Revolving drum 1 is circular. The stock to be screened is in- 
ducted by an axial bore, marked 2. The drum is enclosed in a 
fixed trough, into the sides of which swinging plates are set in, 


covering almost the whole of its axial length. These plates are 
moved in a horizontal direction to and fro’by bars, marked 5. 
This movement affects the stock nearest the plates, which parts 
are forced to join in the movement, thereby forcing other parts 
of the stock to move. 


To prevent stock from moving from one side of the drum to 


the other, thus forming congestion on one side, a “rib” is set up 
on the base of the trough. The rib is marked 7. It is attached 
to an agle, marked 6, and may be moved up and down by screw 
marked 9, The movable rib permits regulating the amount of 
stock that will squeeze through between the drum and the rib, 


thereby regulating suction and pressure in the trough as well as 
in the drum. 


Apparatus for Cleaning Boilers 


At the convention of German papermakers at Heidelberg, power 
economy in paper and pulp mills was discussed rather elaborately. 
Dr. von Lassberg and Herr Schneider lectured on certain phases 
of the subject, and finally a commission was appointed to examine 
into plans for the improvement of power production available for 
paper and pulp plants. 

One of the plans to be taken up by the commission is a new 
boiler cleaning apparatus, using soda instead of lime-soda. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Zschimmer, of the Bavarian Boiler Association, 
the new apparatus saves from 15 to 58 per. cent on soda. 

The removal of slime from boilers and the prevention of hard 
sediments forming is an old problem, It is claimed that this new 
apparatus comes as near to a complete solution as is humanly 


possible. The apparatus is working continuously, removing the 

slime from the boilers and at the same time carrying off those 

parts of the water which would form the hard sediments. Slime 

and dissolved sediment are conducted into a cleaning apparatus, 

where the water is heated to 80 degrees C. This temperature

separates the bicarbonates. Carbon will be expelled, while lime 
and magnesia will be precipitated. 


Device for Regulating the Running of Felts 
Adolph Steigmeyer, of Mannheim-Waldhof, has obtained patent 
No. 322,576 in Germany on a device regulating the running of 
felts and sieves in paper-making machines. The patent is on two 


“feelers,” placed on both sides of the running felt, releasing a 
motor in case the felt leaves its bed and encroaches upon foreign 
territory on one side or the other. The motor released will shift 
the regulating cylinder, marked b, to either side, as required, 
automatically. There are also several signals released, in addi- 
tion, as explained in the detailed description. 

The felt or sieve, marked a, is running over a regulating cyl- 
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inder, marked b, which may be shifted into a slanting position 
from either side by spiral c, connected with spiral d. The feelers 
are marked I and II. Molding g is connected by spring with 
- molding i. If the felt shoves over the molding i towards mold- 
ing g fastened on molding h, then k and m will come into con- 
tact, thus forming a circle which sets the motor in motion. The 


\ 
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feelers are fastened by two bolts, marked gl and g2. They have 
rollers attached to them, guiding back the felt whenever it shows 
signs of an inclination to transgress. 

The parts marked 0, ol, 02, p, pl and p2 form the mechanism 
which connects the feelers with the motor. They are arranged 
in a fashion that feeler I will set the motor in motion in an op- 
posite direction from the one released by feeler II. 

When the current releases the mechanism, after the felt, by 
pressing against either one of the feelers, has formed a contact 
of k and m, regulating cylinder b is automatically shifted in a 
direction which will turn back the felt to its proper sphere. 

To avoid any too far shifting from one side to the other, which 
would result in a sort of pendulum movement of the regulating 
cylinder and the felt as well, the switches ul and u2 have been 
placed which will shut off the current when after a certain num- 
ber of revolutions d and c have sufficiently shifted the position 
of b. The switch ul is connected with feeler I, the u2 with 
feeler IT. 

A signal attachment warns the engineer of any disarrangement. 
A bell, marked r, will ring as soon as the circuit is closed, indi- 
cating the mechariism is functioning and ready to restore order. 
If you choose two lamps, marked sl and s2, the red one will 
show the trouble is on the right side, while the green one will 
show it is on the left side of the felt. This will tell the engineer 
immediately where he should watch. 


Patent on Suction Cylinders 

Robert Marx, of London, obtained a patent on a particular ar- 
rangement of suction cylinders in long sieve paper making ma- 
chines. The wet felt is made to pass over a suction cylinder, 
pressed tight to it by its own tension. 

The machine sieve, marked 1, runs, as it is usually arranged, 
over sieve rollers 2, conducting and tensor rollers 3, over roller 4, 
which is the driver, while flat “suckers,” marked 5, rigid, with- 
draw water from the paper while it is in the making. From the 
machine sieve 1 the paper is transferred to the first wet felt, 
marked 6, in the customary manner. Before the wet felt, run- 
ning over the usual tightening or tension cylinders, marked 8, 
reaches the first wet press, marked 9 and 10, it passes over a re- 
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volving suction roller, marked 7. The suction cylinder consists 
principally of a rigid chamber, marked 14, upon which is placed 
a perforated mantel, marked 15, in the usual manner. The air is 
sucked through paper, felt and opening by a suction pump, marked 
17, connected with the suction cylinder by a suction pipe, marked 
Is.

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Canada’s Position in Pulp 


In an exhaustive review of the Canadian pulp situation the 
Royal Securities Corporation points out that a greater world 
demand is developing, and many considerations suggest that 
whatever may be the development of news print production in 
Europe and Asia, there will still be a world shortage of this 
commodity and the old hemisphere instead of supplying any 
portion of the needs of America will be more likely to bid 
against it for a portion of the American output. 

The review does not believe in the bogey of Scandinavian 
competition. It points out that “So long as the present short- 
age exists on the North American continent, the price of news 
print cannot be prevented from rising, until it reaches the point 
at which considerable importations would be attracted from 
At the 
present time no country has such a surplus and the exceedingly 
high cost of freight transportation would afford a large margin 


any part of the world having an exportable surplus. 


of protection to the Canadian product in any event. 

“The cost of producing wood pulp in the Scandinavian coun- 
tries is at present greater than it is in Canada. It is naturally 
impossible to predict with any accuracy the course of prices 
in the distant future, but there seems to be little reason for 
anticipating a greater drop in costs in Europe than in Canada. 
At any rate, British news print mills are extensively acquiring 
Canadian areas of pulpwood lands and making long-term 
contracts for the purchase of wood pulp from Canadian manu- 
facturers. No expansion in European production, either of 
pulpwood or news print, took place from the beginning of the 
war until about a year ago, and a number of mills which were 
efficiently operating before the war have been deteriorated by 
disuse, owing to inability to get raw materials.” 

The article sums up the situation with the argument that 
Canada’s position is impregnable. “In a word, Canada’s posi- 
tion as the leading nation in the pulp and paper industry of 
the world is made secure through her possession of such 
abundant supplies of pulpwood and water power. The current 
earnings of many Canadian pulp and paper companies are 
largely due to their possession of adequate timber reserves. 
The value of pulpwood has risen during the past five years 
by several hundred per cent, and such large profits as have 
already been made by producing companies would not have 
been possible had these companies been making paper and pur- 
chasing their wood pulp, or had they been making wood 
pulp and purchasing pulpwood. The controlling feature in the 
price of the product at every stage is the price of pulpwood.” 

The conclusion is reached that present values are not unduly 
high in which connection it is said: 

“It is obvious that under the conditions described, the fu- 
ture profits of Canadian producers of pulp and paper will con- 
tinue to grow. The following figures show the progressive ad- 


vance in the average price of news print in the United States 


in dollars per ton, together with the profits of several of the 
leading Canadian companies, owners of timber limits producing 
that commodity.

“New mills can be constructed only in two or three years 
time and after pulpwood limits have been obtained and water 
power developed. New mills will come into operation at con- 
struction costs greatly in excess of those at which present 
operating mills were constructed. They will only be con- 
structed if the price obtained for their products is sufficiently 
high to enable the capital they represent to earn a fair return. 
At this level, it is obvious that the existing low-cost mills will 
receive a return very much larger than that ordinarily earned 
by capital.” 


An Encouraging 6utlook 
The United States is not going to have a lean winter, ac- 
cording to A. W. Douglas, chairman of the Committee on Sta- 
tistics and Standards of the Chamber of Commerce at Wash- 
ington, but an exceptionally prosperous one is in store for the 


country. In spite of the fact that the season was late this 
year and that in some districts the wheat crop was attacked 
by black rust, there will be an abounding harvest in cereals 
and all sorts of agricultural products. The winter wheat crop 
will be around 525 million bushels and spring wheat is expected 
to be about 275 million. 


of the state is the report coming from Texas, and Kansas, too, 


The largest corn crop in the history 


has an exceptionally large yield, in fact with a few more good 
rains the total yield will be somewhere in the neighborhood 
of 3 million bushels. 

Other foodstuffs, too, will be in abundance. Tubers, forage, 
fruits and vegetables all promise so well that the false prophets 
of famine and bread riots have stolen away into oblivion and are 
heard no more. The only fly in the ointment is the trans- 
portation difficulties, but in the past two weeks these have 
given every evidence of being well on the way to solution. It 
will require 4 per cent of the total of all freight cars in the 
country to move the surplus of wheat carried over from last 
year in Kansas alone, since rough estimates put it at about 
100 million bushels. 

The comeback of foodstuff from the unpromising condi- 
tions in the early spring is entirely due to favorable weather 
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conditions of late and to the industry of the farmers, who 
realized what a serious condition would prevail in the event 
of a poor harvest. Their careful cultivation has made for 
large production per acre which, rather than large acreage, is 
the basis of great yield. 

Mr. Douglas also believes that the cotton crop will be good, 
although he is careful to qualify his statement by remarking 
that “the ways of cotton are past finding out.” Whether this 
product does “move in a mysterious way” or not there is 
evidence enough to raise the hopes of the most pessimistic 
for the acreage under cultivation for “southern ermine” is 
greater this year than ever before and there has been a pro- 
nounced effort in the past months to apply strictly scientific 
and up-to-date methods to the handling of this product from 
planting to marketing. It is true that the textile mills have 
shortened working hours and in many cases have closed down 
completely, but this seems merely a period of indecision and 
readjustment rather than the forerunner of any break in the 
market; there is a waiting attitude on the part of both manu- 
facturer and consumer in this industry and that alone would 
tend to make it a little irregular . 

The report of Mr. Douglas holds forth the most rosy hopes 
for the future as far as production is concerned, but whether 
this will have an immediate effect on prices and bring them 
down in a few months is, according to several food producers, 
problematical. 


Growing Uses for Cellulose 

It is not so long ago that the paper industry was practically 
:alone in the consumption of cellulose. Now there is no end of 
-competition. Efforts to widen the field of original materials, in 
addition to wood pulp, are counterbalanced by new discoveries 
requisitioning the cellulose for other than paper-making purposes. 
‘Two German scientists, Dr. Stephanie Lichtenstein and Prof. Dr. 
H. Pringsheim, after years of study and experimentation, report 
they have succeeded in converting straw into a valuable fodder 
for animals. They dissolve straw and inoculate the cellulose with 
the germs of a fungus which, in growing, adds the needed albumen 
to the fodder. Paper trade journals in Germany give much space 
to this latest discovery. While they welcome any new idea that 
will help in reconstructing Europe, they deplore, at the same time, 
a renewed contest for a material so sadly needed as a substitute 


for a declining supply of wood pulp. 


Warned to Carry Compensation Insurance 


“Employers who come under the Workmen’s Compensation Law 
are warned to carry compensation insurance to cover their em- 
ployees. The failure to do so,” said Bernard L. Shientag, Chief 
Counsel to the State Industrial Commission, “is a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine up to one thousand dollars, by imprisonment 
up to one year, or by both such fine and imprisonment.” The 


Industrial Commission through its Counsel will proceed vigor- 
ously against any employer who continues to disregard this im- 
portant law 

“A large number of awards to injured workmen and to widows 
and orphans cannot be collected,” said Mr. Shientag, “because em- 
ployers have neglected to carry compensation insurance and in 
many cases are financially unable themselves to make payment. 





These widows and orphans are condemned to a life of want and 
compelled to seek the aid of charity because employers have vio- 
lated this law. 

“Tt is not only a great injustice and social wrong, but it arouses 
a spirit of resentment and discontent in the hearts of these un- 
fortunate victims of industrial accidents, who cannot understand 
why the humane Workmen’s Compensation Law, which they 
counted on for protection, has completely failed them.” 

Any employer who is in doubt as to his duties under the Work- 
men’s Compensation Law should apply promptly to the Industrial 
Commission, at its office, 124 East 28th Street, New York City. 
“If an employer continues to violate this law, he may expect very 
little consideration from the Commission and from the courts,” 
said Mr. Shientag. In the last year the Court of Special Sessions 
imposed fines ranging from $50 to $250 on 122 employers failing 
to carry compensation insurance, and one uninsured employer in 
whose plant a worker was seriously injured was sent to jail for 
thirty days. 


Paper Company Gets Coal Areas 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Bancor, Me., August 16, 1920.—Maine pulp men are interested 
in the report from Fredericton, N. B., that the Grand Lake coal 
areas of the G. H. King Coal Company and the A. D. Taylor 
Company have been purchased by the Miramichi Lumber Company 
for a price in the vicinity of $150,000 and that the three areas will 
be consolidated and operated by the International Paper Com- 
pany for the purpose of building up a unit for increased pro- 
duction during the coming winter. At present the output of the 
three mines is about 100 tons daily but the new owners will sink 
extra shafts and get an output of over 200 tons daily. Double 
production will probably start within the next two months in 
order that an ample supply may be on hand in case of winter 
shortage. 


Rebuilding Union Wax Paper Co. Plant 


Hampsure, N. J., August 17, 1920—John F. Carrigan, consulting 
and sales engineering company of Chicago, is in charge of the 
rebuilding of the power department of the Union Waxed and 
Parchment Paper Company, located at this point. Work has al- 
ready been started and is to be completed by January 1, 1921. The 
rebuilding of the power department includes two Carrigan stokers, 
new boilers, engines and electric apparatus, also the installation of 
complete hot water return system to the boilers. Mr. Carrigan, 
who was here to supervise the beginning of the work, has returned 
to his Chicago headquarters, at 140 North Dearborn street. 
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PAPER PRICES IN CHICAGO 
SLOWLY MOVING UPWARDS 


Mills Are Reported to Be Operating as Fast as They Can but 
Seem Unable to Satisfy the Heavy Demands That Are 
Being Made on Them for Supplies—Shipping Situation 
Has Improved Somewhat, Though Jobbers Say That No 
Matter How Fast They Ship They Cannot Begin to Ship 
Fast Enough — Wrapping Paper Association Secretary 
Visits Mills—Other News of the Trade.

Cuicaco, August 16, 1920.—The paper industry of Chicago has 
not changed during the past week or two unless it be a change in 
prices which are steadily, even though slowly, climbing. The 
jobbers are still getting less paper than they can dispose of and 
are selling more paper than they can buy. The mills are still 
reported to be operating as fast as they can. The coal situation 
is hampering the trade, paper suffering with the rest of the in- 
nocents.. However, what may have been a boon to the heart 
of the paper maker of Wisconsin was seen in the Chicago papers 
yesterday. It stated that more coal cars had been assigned for 
northwest delivery, and that this section would be given prefer- 
ence. 

Shipping seems to be a little easier at the present time. This 
situation has gradually been healing and as long as it continues 
to do so the trade can not complain. Howere, the jobbers say 
that no matter how fast they ship they can not ship too fast. 
Therefore there seems to be. quite a lot of room for improve- 
ment. This attitude on the part of the jobbers is probably due 
to the fact that they are far behind in filling orders. 

Mr. Higgins Visits Paper Mills 


C. K. Higgins, executive secretary of the Middle Western 
States Wrapping Paper Association, has just returned from a 
trip to Wisconsin. While there he visited the Marathon Paper 
Mills at Rothschild, the Kimberlee-Clark Mills at Neenah and the 
Northern Paper Mills Company, at Green Bay. The trip was 
made for the purpose of getting the opinions of the various mill 
operators regarding the fuel and ground wood shortage and 
how the winter conditions were going to be handled. Mr. Higgins 
states that he could not at this time make public any of the 
information gathered on this trip. He was accompanied on one 
of his trips by Sidney L. Schwartz, president of the Schwartz 
Paper Company. 

Wroe Paper Co. Effects Big Saving 


That the W. E. Wroe Paper Company has a shrewd eye for 
business was proven recently when that company traded leases 
effecting a saving to the company of more than 75 cents per 
square foot. This fact became known after the company had 
leased its floor space in its own building to the Corn Products 
Refining Company. The number of square feet leased to this 
latter company in the Wroe Building, St. Clair and Illinois streets 
amounted to 20,000 feet. The lease was made for ten years at 
a term rental of $250,000. 

At the same time the Wroe Paper Company leased the sec- 
ond and third floors of the American Glue Company building in 
the central manufacturing district at 3630 Iron street. This new 
location gives the paper company 5,000 more feet of floor space. 
The lease in this case was also made for ten years at a term 
rental of $112,500.

American Writing Office Extension 

Hotyoxe, Mass., August 17, 1920.—The American Writing Pa- 
per Company is negotiating for the purchase of the Whiting 
Street building on Main street, for the extension of its general 
offices. It is understood the property is for sale in connection 
with the distribution of the Whiting Street estate. It has a val- 
uation of $80,000 on assessors’ books. 

During the past five years the A. W. P. Company has combined 
the division offices and the New York offices with its main office 
in this city, thus establishing general offices which have over- 
taxed the capacity of the “flatiron” building owned by the com- 
pany. During the past year part of the Hamilton Hotel building 
has been rented by the A. W. P. Co. for office purposes, hence 
the negotiations for the Whiting Street building. 

This building located on Main street opposite the post office, is 
part of the estate of the late Whiting Street, one of Holyoke’s early 
settlers who at his death left a fortune of close to half a million 
dollars. 


News Print Special for New York 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., August 16, 1920.—The first news print spe- 
cial from Northern New.York under a new departure by the rail- 
road was drawn out of the local yards this morning at 4 o’clock. 
It left for New York City where it is destined to be unloaded 
at Weehawken, N. J., Tuesday. 

The new schedule adopted calls for a train of paper only to 
leave here Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays and go directly 
through to the Metropolis. The result will be a great factor in 
aiding paper companies to deliver paper in keeping with the de- 
mand from the publishers. The orders down state from the 
Northern New York mills will be consolidated in Watertown 
where the special is made up. Until now the orders have gone on 
the regular freight trains and have been subject to much delay in 
deliveries. 


Iowa Newspaper Men Buy Paper Mill 
Negotiations whereby the Wardway Paper Company of Fort 
Madison, Ia., becomes the property of a syndicate of Iowa 
newspaper men, it is reported, were completed recently. Paul 
S. Junkin, publisher of the Fort Madison Daily Democrat, 
headed the syndicate which bought the mill from the Mont- 


gomery Ward Company of Chicago. The consideration was 
not made public. 

Associated with Mr. Junkin in the purchase were a number 
of Iowa newspaper men who are interested with him in Iowa 
daily and weekly newspapers. 

The new firm plans to install machinery for the manufacture 
of news print paper, which will be made in addition to the 
waxed paper which is now being made at the plant.

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HANDBOOK OF CANADIAN PULP AND PAPER INDUSTRY 


Filled with attractive illustrations and interesting statistics the 
“Handbook of the Canadian Pulp and Paper Industry,” which 
was published a few days ago by the Canadian Pulp and Paper 
Association, is a publication of extraordinary interest to all who 
are connected with the paper trade. The book is exceptionally well 
made-up. Beginning with a sketch of the history of paper mak- 
ing in Canada it takes up in succession a census of the industry, 
a discussion of the popularity of pulp and paper securities, an 
analysis of the export and import end of the business, Canada’s 
water power and pulpwood resources, the production of news 
print and a number of other things which were little known until 
the appearance of the Handbook. 

The object of the publication is evidently to place before the 
members of the trade in a gripping and pithy way the importance 
of Canada in the paper industry. The author does not attempt 
to do this by indulging in any high. flown rhetoric, but he sets 
down the facts in a trenchant manner so that to one who knows 
nothing whatever about paper the book would be entertaining. 

A very pleasant addition is the way in which it is interspersed 
with good illustrations showing graphically the various aspects 
of the industry. One is enabled by these pictures to gain a definite 
impression of the Canadian paper business and they are a most 
apt supplement to the reading matter. 


Paper-Making in Canada 

The first chapter, presumably from the ready pen of A. L. 
Dawe, secretary of the Canadian Pulp and Paper Association, 
who has done so much to put the Canadian industry in the right 
light both at home and abroad, furnishes a good intimation’ of 
the helpfulness and the generally interesting. character of the 
work. This chapter follows: 

Paper has been made in Canada for more than a century. 
From the records that are available at the present time it would 
appear that the credit for the first paper mill belongs to what 
used to be known as Lower Canada. Bouchette’s “Topography 
of Canada” states that Canada’s first paper mill was established 
at St. Andrews, Quebec, in 1803. It was, from all accounts, 
started by a party of Americans who obtained concessions from 
the seigneurs. The second mill in Lower Canada appears to have 
been established at Bedford Basin, near Halifax, in 1818, by R. 
A. Holland, publisher of the Halifax Record. 

In 1825, in a little village known as Crook’s Hollow, was erected 
the first paper mill in what was then Upper Canada. This was a 
small building, about 30x40 feet, in which paper was made by 
hand. To Mr. Crooks, its founder, belongs the distinction of hav- 
ing earned a bounty of £100 offered by the Government for the 
first sheet of paper manufactured in Upper Canada. 

Simultaneously, on the banks of the Don River, a few miles 
from Toronto, John Eastwood and Colin Skinner were work- 
ing to obtain the same honor. They succeeded in producing paper 
just a few days after James Crooks, so close, in fact, that the 
Government rewarded their efforts by remitting the duty on 
the paper-making appliances which they had imported from the 
United States. 

The subsequent history of the pioneer efforts is not recorded. 
‘Little development appears to have taken place until 1840, when 
the brothers Taylor erected a mill in the same neighborhood. 
This was expanded by the addition of a second mill two miles 
above the first, and later by a third. These mills manufac- 
tured manilla, news and felt paper, respectively. Only one of 
them is in existence today. It is the flourishing property known 
as the Don Valley Paper Mills. 


The Barber Family in the Industry 
The establishment of the third miJl in Upper Canada, in 1853, 


is notable for the fact that it marked the entrance of the Barber 
family into the paper industry, a connection which has lasted 
for more than half a century. This mill is standing in the same 
spot today, and is the Georgetown mill owned by the Provincial 
Paper Mills, Ltd. In 1858 a second paper machine was installed. 
It was supposed to be a marvel in efficiency. A story is told that 
when James Barber, who had charge of:the paper-making end 
of the business, was informed that the new machine was running 
100 feet a minute, he was so astonished that he would not be 
convinced until he had timed it with his own watch. It does not 
need much imagination to picture the growth of the industry 
when one contrasts this with the speed of today’s machines, some 
of which run at a rate of from 600 to 1,000 feet a minute. 


Riordon Pulp and Paper Company 


Established in 1857, ten years before Confederation, the Riordon 
Pulp and Paper Company, Ltd., forms an interesting chapter in 
the history of paper-making in Canada. It was in this year that 
John Riordon commenced business in Brantford, Ontario, as a 
trader in paper. In 1863 he took his brother Charles into partner- 
ship when they commienced the making of wrapping paper at 
Lock 5, on the old Welland Canal, at St. Catharines, Ontario. 
The mill capacity at that time was 1% tons per day. In 1867 
they built what was at the time regarded as one of the finest 
paper mills in America, at Levels 16, 17, 18, 19 and 20 of the 
Old Welland Canal, at Merritton. It had a daily capacity of ten 
tons of news and wrapping paper. 

In the early ’70’s the Riordons were among the first on this 
continent to undertake the making of ground wood pulp, straw 
pulp and rags forming the raw material for news print paper 
prior to that time. In 1885, John Riordon died, and his son, 
J. G. Riordon, succeeded to his interests.. It was at this time 
that Charles Riordon became the active head of the company. 
In 1887, Charles Riordon, in conjunction with the late Governor 
Russell of Massachusetts, brought the sulphite pulp process to 
America under patents of Dr. Kelner, of Vienna. The company 
built a sulphite mill of 30 tons capacity at Merritton, which is 
still in operation: 


Developments in Lower Canada 


Turning once more to Lower Canada, it is found that the next 
paper mill was built at Portneuf, followed by one at Valleyfield, 
owned by Messrs. W. and T. Miller, who afterwards sold it to 
the late Alexander Buntin. Mr. Buntin built extensive additions 
to the original mill, and installed in it the first wood-grinding ma- 
chine on the North American continent. 

In 1859 the firm of Angus Logan & Company was founded in 
Montreal, and shortly after this the company had in operation 
a small mill on the Magog River in Sherbrooke. This consisted 
of two cylinder machines turning out 2% tons a day. It em- 
ployed sixty persons. In 1866 they established a mill in the village 
of Windsor Mills, and shortly afterwards built what is claimed 
to be the first pulp mill in Canada. This would appear to be 
correct, the census returns as late as 1871 making no mention of 
pulp mills. 

Progress of the Industry Steady 

From this time on the progress of the industry has been steady 
and constant. The 1881 census showed Canada to have at that 
time five pulp mills, with a capital investment of $92,000, employ- 
ing sixty-eight people, and having an annual output valued at 
$63,000. 

In 1891, 24 mills were in operation with a capital investment 
of $2,900,907, employing 1,025 persons, and with an output valued 
at $1,057,810.

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In 1901 there were 25° mills with a capital investment of $11,- 
558,560, employing 3,301 people and with an output valued at 
$4,246,781. 

Digest of the Recent Census 

The most recent census, covering the year 1918, a complete 
digest-of which follows, reports the existence of 37 pulp mills, 31 
paper mills and 26 combined pulp and paper mills, a total of 94 
mills, in operation. The total capital invested in the industry is 
given as $241,344,704, of which $12,520,765 is invested in paper 
mills exclusively, $71,708,223 in pulp mills and $157,115,716 in 
pulp and paper mills combined. By provinces Quebec leads in 
the amount of capital invested, with $101,456,296; Ontario, $88,- 
576,807; British Columbia, $42,705,988; New Brunswick, $7,852,- 
225; Nova Scotia, $753,388. 

Prairie Provinces Not Represented 

The prairie provinces, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
and the Province of Prince Edward Island are not represented 
in the industry. Tentative proposals have been made from time 
to time for the erection of one or more pulp and paper mills in 
Manitoba. An official statement furnished from that province 
for the purpose of this review says, “There are considerable tracts 
of pulpwood in different parts of the province, notably in certain 
sections of northern Manitoba not remote from the new Hudson 
Bay Railway. Projects for the erection of pulp mills or paper 
mills have been discussed at one time and another and it seems 
more than likely that these will take some definite form in the 
near future, but as yet they have not even gone so far as the in- 
corporation of any company for this specific purpose.” 


Canada’s Leading Position 

From the foregoing, it will be seen that Canada is to-day one 
of the greatest paper-producing countries in the world, It is prob- 
ably destined in time to be the greatest. Canada’s supremacy in 
this field rests upon the possession of extensive forest resources 
and adequate and abundant water-powers. The importance of the 
latter element may be gauged from the fact that it takes practicaily 
100 h.p. to make a ton of paper and that Canada’s water-power de- 
velopment is probably the most economic in the world. 

The great development of the industry, which has been a matter 
of comparatively few years, may be traced to several circum- 
stances, not the least important being enactments by the Govern- 
ments of the several provinces requiring pulpwood cut from 
Crown lands to be manufactured within the province; the growth 
in population and the spread of education which have’ increased 
the per capita consumption of paper in every civilized country; 
the great increase in the number of newspapers and periodicals, 
particularly on the North American Continent; the proximity of 
the United States with its rapidly growing population, its grad- 
ually diminishing supply of paper-making materials and its con- 
sequent imcreasing reliance upon other countries for its paper 
supplies, and lastly the improvement in paper-making processes 
of which Canadian paper manufacturers have been among the 
first to take full advantage. 


Raw Materials 

Rags were formerly chiefly used for the manufacture of paper, 
followed by. straw, esparto grass, cotton waste and other sub- 
stances. The Chinese, who are credited with originating the art 
of paper-making centuries ago, used both vegetable fibre and rags. 
They also used mulberry and other woods successfully in the 
production of pulp. Wood pulp is said to have been first used 
by the papermakers, of Europe and America about the year 1860, 
but it was not until several years later that its use had become 
commercially successful. Out of the necessity of the time came 
the development of the chemical processes by which a good and 
cheap paper was evolved, but in the early attempts it was dif- 


ficult to find the proper wood. Pine and poplar were tried, but 
without great success. The world was ransacked for wood bet- 
ter adapted for the purpose. Finally the chemist discovered 
that spruce and balsam were most suitable for the production of 
the ideal cheap paper and the difficulty was solved. No other 
raw material is ever likely to take the place of these so long as 
spruce, balsam and fir are available. Canada is essentially the 
land of the spruce. 

In accordance with the great law of the vegetable kingdom 
that plants and trees obtain the greatest excellence along the 
northern limit of their growth, the spruce of Canada was naturally 
enough discovered to be by far the best. While Canada may not 
have inexhaustible supplies of pulpwood, there is no doubt that 
with proper methods of conservation, and reforestation, the store 
will not only meet all present reasonable requirements but may 
be preserved as a heritage to those who will come after us. 


Production of Soda Ash Curtailed 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRFSPONDENT.] 

Wasuinoton, D. C., August 17, 1920.—The domestic production 
of sodium carbonate in the form of soda ash was greatly cur- 
tailed in 1919. The sales amounted to only 981,354 tons, valued 
at $29,824,245, as compared with 1,390,628 tons, valued at $35,- 
635,520, in 1918, according to R, C. Wells, of the Geological 
Survey, Department of the Interior. 

The decreased demand in 1919 was well reflected in the price 
of soda ash quoted in the New York market. The year began 
with a sharp decline to $1.40 a hundred pounds for carload lots, 
the lowest price quoted for at least three years, from which there 
has been a slow and stcady rise to the present price of $3.50 
a hundred. 

Soda ash is one of the cheapest and most widely used chemicals 
manufactured. It is used in making glass, soap, paper, caustic 
soda, chemicals, drugs, paints, leather, enamel ware and cleansing 
compounds. ; 

Most of it is made from common salt, but a small quantity 
is obtained directly from the water of Owens Lake in southeastern 
California. 

The export of soda ash in 1919 amounted to 50,481 short tons, 
valued at $2,656,608. This material was shipped principally to 
Canada, Brazil, Sweden, Mexico and Australia, named in order 
of decrease in quantity exported. The imports amounted to only 
415 short tons, valued at $12,998. 

Wall Paper Firms to Meet in New York

Giens Fats, August 16, 1920.—At the annual meeting of seven 
allied wall paper companies in Glens Falls recently, George Tait 
of Glens Falls was re-elected president of the board of officers 
of the several companies., T. S. Marshall of Hackensack, N: J., 
and S. Carter Hall of Glens Falls were re-elected vice-presidents. 
An executive committee to meet monthly in New York was or- 
ganized on account of the growing business of the allied com- 
panies. With the exception of Philip J. Riley, who was elected 
vice-president of the Plattsburg Wall Paper Company, Inc., and 
the Underwood Paper Mills to succeed the late Thomas R. Adri- 
ance, the entire body of officers was returned for another year.

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MANUFACTURING PAPER FROM SAWGRASS 


WRITTEN FOR THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL BY M. F. BoswortH 


Down in Leesburg, Fla., far from the established paper 
pulp centers, a mill is being assembled to make news print 
pulp from the wild sawgrass that infests the swamp lands. It 
is not a dream, not an experiment, not a wildcat selling stunt 
of a slick talker. It is a new industry whose -far-reaching im- 
portance can readily be understood by all who are familiar 
with the present paper situation. It is the result of four years 
of the most intensive experimental work that has ever been 
done in the paper-making industry by one man. That man 
is E. R. Lacy of Mt. Vernon, N. Y. 


Idea Conceived Four Years Ago 


Four years ago Lacy had an idea that news print could be 
successfully made from the pulp of the broad-leafed sawgrass. 
Today Mr. Lacy can show you rolls of tough-fibred paper with 
the blue-white coloring of the good old news print that was 
bleached with German dyes before the war. And these sam- 
ples, that are receiving the public’s consideration, were made 
from sawgrass pulp on the rolls of a wallpaper making machine 
and without sizing or calendering. 

Those four years, between the idea and the reality, were filled 
with trials that would have turned a less determined man from 
the search. But Mr. Lacy worked in the seclusion of the upper 
Withlacoochee River with a few trusted employees and over- 
came obstacles, one by one, until today the Grass Fibre Pulp 
& Paper Corporation is well under way. Its first plant will 
be a ready-made building, bought at government disposal sale. 
180,000 acres of sawgrass are under control. It is expected that 
the output of this mill will be at least twenty-five tons of pulp, 
daily, by January 1 of next year. 


What Sawgrass Is 

Sawgrass is rank growth with serrated leaves of eight to ten- 
inch length. It is a native of the West Indies and the low, 
water-covered lands of the south from Virginia to Florida. 
Two crops a year can be cut, while it makes twenty-five to fifty 
years to grow a spruce tree. Furthermore, when spruce forests 
are cut the revenue from that source is gone, but the saw- 
grass root puts forth new growth. The cost then, of the raw ma- 
terial, is estimated to be so low that the finished paper can be 
produced at less than one-half the cost of paper made irom 
spruce pulp. 

Mr. Lacy is well entitled to all the praise and profit that the 
world bestows upon the man who sticks through thick and 
thin and blazes new trails. His trials were many. First he had 
to devise a way to properly separate the grass fibres. Then 
there was the cooking to perfect. The cleansing of this 
swampland growth was a far more difficult problem than that 
of spruce pulp. Foreign matter was varied and extremely 
difficult to eradicate. The bleaching agents that were success- 
ful on spruce pulp would not do the work on sawgrass pulp. 
Months of weariness, discouraging experimental work were 
done. The idea combination was finally hit upon by a fortu- 
nate blunder. Then it was almost impossible for Mr. Lacy to 
find a paper mill that would listen to his story and try his 
sawgrass pulp to prove his claims. Finally one mill agreed 
to make a run. Two carloads of pulp were supplied but when 
the mill owner saw, by laboratory tests, the high grade of the 
pulp and estimated in his own mind the probable quality of 
the resultant paper he demanded the right to buy an interest 
in the proposition before making the run. This request was 
refused. The pulp was taken to New York state and there at 
a friendly mill the first rolls were run off on a wallpaper ma- 


chine, by C. L. Logan, an expert paper mill engineer who had 
kept the faith with Mr. Lacy. 


Stronger Fibre Than Spruce Pulp 


Without sizing or filler this paper is said to possess a better 
surface for the absorption of ink and to have a stronger fibre 
than the news print made from spruce pulp. Its toughness is 
an important point in its favor as the speed of the modern 
newspaper press calls for paper of sturdy character. When 
properly surfaced and calendered it will prove acceptable book 
stock. The Grass Fibre Pulp and Paper Corporation of Lees- 
burg, Fla., is incorporated at $1,000,000. It will manufacture the 
pulp only, as this pulp can be put through the processes of 
paper-making on the regulation equipment of the spruce paper 
plants. It is planned to build a number of pulp mills in the 
localities of that state convenient to the greatest tracts of saw- 
grass. Eventually complete paper-making mills will be erected 
to convert this pulp into the finished paper. 

The personnel of the corporation, at present, comprises Gil- 
bert D. Leach of Leesburg; E. R. Lacy of Mt. Vernon, N. Y.; 
W. B. O’Neil of Cincinnati Much of its stock has been pur- 
chased by Florida newspaper men. 


Paper Making Material of the Past 


Paper has been made in the past from straw, manila, hemp, 
flax, ramie, jute and other growths. 500 years before the chil-- 
dren of Israel threw off their bonds and followed Moses to 
freedom, paper, or its substitute, papyrus, was made from the 
papyrus reeds that fringed the Nile. Esparto, another tough, 
wiry grass of Africa and Spain has been made into a strong 
grade of paper but has never reached a practical popularity 
because of the expense of freeing it from its constituents of 
resin and silica. American chemists, in the government em- 
ploy, are said to have made repeated attempts to establish the 
fact that acceptable paper could be made from sawgrass pulp, 
but they evidently lacked the sticking powers as well as the 
ability of Mr. Lacy and the credit for his hard-won success is 
undividedly his. 


Pulp and Paper Market in Sweden 


CuristiANiA, July 15, 1920—The demand for wet pulp for 
immediate delivery has been very lively since the beginning of 
the month. Prices were very firm, amounting to from 320 to 
330 Swedish crowns per ton f. o. b. But there is little of the 
stock available. Dry pulp has been quoted at from 700 to 710 
crowns per ton net, f. 0. b. Other prices quoted were:

As to paper, there has been a decline in the demand. Princi- 
pally sulphite stock and force stock paper are affected by the dull 
spell.

Experts are 
convinced there is bound to be a shortage of paper for some 
time to come, as production is not yet equal to consumption, 
and the former is not likely to catch up for some years to come.

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THE POLISH PAPER INDUSTRY 


By THE RussIAN DivIsION OF FoREIGN AND Domestic CoMMERCE 


Prior to the war the Polish paper industry produced not only 
for home consumption but also for export. The industry is un- 
evenly distributed, being most actively represented in Congress 
(Russian) Poland. In 1910 Congress Poland possessed 34 es- 
tablishments, employing 6,200 workmen, engaged in the manu- 
facture of paper, cardboard, and cellulose, with a production of 
39,100,750 francs ($7,546,445), and in 1914 there were 11 large 
paper mills located in the Provinces of Warsaw, Piotrkow, and 
Radom, with a yearly output valued at 3,244,000 rubles ($1,670,- 
660). The older mills are found near Warsaw at Jezierna and 
Soczewka, whereas the newer ones, owing to changed condi- 
tions ‘of production, have located near coal regions or supplies 
of cellulose and wood pulp. Wloclawek, where several paper 
mills have grown up around a large cellulose plant, is an ex- 
ample of such a point. 

With the exception of certain high-grade specialties, Congress 
Poland produces practically all the better grades .of paper, in- 
cluding office stationery, elegant papers of medium and high 
grade, and blotting paper. Very little print paper for rotary 
presses is manufactured in this district, and that only recently. 
A large amount of news print and cheap wrapping paper was 
formerly imported from Russia and Finland. Much office sta- 
tionery was also imported. 


Paper Trade and Production in Congress Poland 


During the three years from 1899 to 1901, the export of paper 
from Congress Poland amounted to 12,000 tons, while the im- 
ports from Russia were 18,700 tons and from abroad 3,100 tons. 
Ten years later, during the three years from 1909 to 1911, ex- 
ports amounted to 20,000 tons, and imports from Russia to 3,100 
tons, and from abroad to 4,500 tons. Polish exports at this time 
were insignificant and limited to the border districts. 

Paper mills in Congress Poland are principally in Polish hands, 
belonging either to Polonized German families or in part to 
Jewish families. The workmen and the technical experts em- 
ployed in these mills are also exclusively Polish. 

The production of the paper industry in Congress Poland for 
1912, as stated in Encyclopedie Polonaise, Vol. III, p. 472, was as 
follows:

The Paper Industry in Galicia. 

The Galician mills before the war produced all grades of pa- 
per, and the manufacture of news print was more broadly de- 
veloped than in Congress Poland on account of the abundance of 
wood and water power. Beside large amounts of cigarette paper 
and mouthpieces, almost all Galician factories turned out wood

pulp. Galicia, though partly able to satisfy home consumption, im- 
ported from other sections of the Austrian Empire, and had also 
worked up a fairly profitable export trade in Turkey and the 
Balkans, reckoned at 6,000,000 crowns ($1,218,000) annually. The 
workmen in Galicia were generally Poles or Ruthenians, but 
among the owners, as well as the experts and higher class of 
workmen, there was a notable percentage of Jews and Germans. 
In 1914, there were 12 paper mills running in Galicia, among them 
four large ones employing more than 500 workmen each. The 
principal center of the pulp and paper industry was Zassow, in 
Eastern Galicia. 

In the Teschen district there were before the war, three paper 
mills, while Prussian Silesia, Ponania (Posen) and East Prussia 
possessed no paper industry worth mentioning, though consum- 
ing more paper per head than any other Polish district, owing to 
the high level of popular education. 

Paper-making machines were formerly imported exclusively 
from France and England. For a number of years preceding the 
war, however, Germany controlled the sale of this machinery in 
Polish territory. American firms were competing the in sale of 
rotary presses. 


Imports of Rags—Supply of Cellulose 

Both native and Russian rags were used in Congress Poland. 
Some selected varieties of cotton rags were also imported from 
Germany. Large shipments of rags were at the same time ex- 
ported from Russian Poland to Germany and Austria. In the 
period 1909-1911, this export amounted to 9,300 tons to Russia 
and 4,400 tons abroad. Imports amounted to 21,600 tons from 
Russia and 14,400 tons from abroad. This last figure represents 
almost exclusively woolen rags, which the paper industry does 
not use, while the import from Russia comprised paper (linen 
and hemp) rags entirely. 

There is but one cellulose factory in Congress Poland, located 
at Wloclawek and belonging to the Berlin firm of S. & M. 
Cassirer. It engages 700 workmen, but its production is insuffi- 
cient for local requirements. The production of cellulose in Con- 
gress Poland in 1910 amounted to 20,000 tons, in 1911 to 22,600 
tons, and in 1912 to 26,200 tons, an increase of 31 per cent in 
three years. The disposal of the chemical residues from cellulose 
factories has been a hindrance to their foundation in Poland. 
The country was, therefore, dependent on Russia and foreign 
countries for a supplementary supply of cellulose and pulp, in 
1911, 5,150 tons were imported ‘from abroad and 10,000 tons from 
Russia. It is estimated that Galicia can now produce half the 
amount formerly purchased abroad, and the cost of paper pro- 
duction should also be materially lowered by direct importations 
of Finnish pulp by water through Danzig. 


Formation of New ‘Company—Needs of Industry 
In December, 1919, plans were on foot at Danzig for the forma- 
tion of an 8,000,000 mark stock company for manufacturing news 


print, wrapping paper, cardboard, and roof board. As Danzig 
is estimated to consume 3,300 tons of news print a year, the 
organizers plan to dispose of one-third of their output locally, 
sell one-third in the former German Provinces, and ship the 
rest to Poland and the adjacent Russian districts. 

The sabotage and seizure of factory machinery practiced by 
both Russians and Germans in Congress Poland has contributed 
to the disintegration of the paper industry, which requires not 
only machinery but also felt, brass rivets, and American resin. 
The monthly production of the Polish paper industry in March, 
1920, was estimated at 95 carloads, or 20 per cent of the pre-war 
output. The situation in Galicia is more favorable for production 
than in Congress Poland, owing to the preservation of machinery._

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THE BRITISH CHINA-CLAY INDUSTRY 


There are signs, according to the London Times, that the china- 
clay export trade of England is beginning to revive after the 
severe blow dealt it by the war and by the exchange and trans- 
port difficulties that have hindered its development since the 
armistice. No other country possesses deposits of china-clay sim- 
ilar in character and essential qualities to those found in Corn- 
wall and Devon, although the United States, Germany, and Aus- 
tria have developed their native white earths for use as a 
substitute for china-clay in certain classes of goods. The total 
production of china-clay in Great Britain before the war was 
approximately a million tons per annum, but the trade is capable 
of considerable expansion. 

England is the only country that exports china-clay, the white 
earths of other countries being in no demand outside their centers 
of origin, and only to a limited extent there. Roughly, two-thirds 
of the British trade is export. Of the total production of 964,000 
tons-in 1912 (the last normal year, 1913 having been the year of 
the clay strike) over 661,000 tons were exported. In 1917 the 
total production dropped to 508,152 tons and the export trade to 
310,750 tons, while in 1918 the production dropped to 465,325 tons 
and the export to 232,464 tons. Last year the export rose to 
286,543 tons. During the later months of the war the exports to 
‘Russia, Germany, Belgium, and the Netherlands, representing in 
1914 over 177,000 tons, were wiped out, except for 1,000 tons in 
1918, and the exports to America had dropped by more than half 
—from 320,000 tons in 1914 to 152,000 tons in 1918. 


Regaining of American and European Trade 


The utilization of American kaolins by manufacturers of the 
United States has been artificially assisted through war-time 
freights inflating the price of English china-clay, but with the 
gradual return of freights to normal the regaining of the Amer- 
ican market by British clay shippers is only a matter of time. 
Recent big shipments seem to point to this being the case. As 
the American market accounts for nearly half of the normal 
china-clay export trade of the United Kingdom, and was actually 
more than half in 1914, it is important to the British industry 
that this business be recovered. 


As to the European trade, here again the question of price may 
have a temporary influence against the recovery of some former 
markets, especially in countries which possess white earths capable 
of being used in certain classes of goods, but eventually the su- 
perior quality of English china-clays will assert itself. Higher 
production costs in labor and material have forced up china-clay 
prices to a figure to which exporters are making every effort to 
accustom their former customers, and the gradual rise in the ex- 
port trade points to the success of their efforts. 


Continental Stocks Exhausted 


The export trade has a lot of leeway to make up before it 
attains to the normal. In 1912 Russia took 45,000 tons, and there 
has yet to be recovered the pre-war trade of 94,000 tons to Ger- 
many, 67,000 tons to the Netherlands, 58,000 tons to Belgium, 
45,000 tons to France, and 21,000 tons to Italy, let alone the 40,000 
tons to other foreign countries and the 35,000 tons to British 
possessions. There is this encouraging feature—that all the stocks 
of china-clay on the Continent are practically exhausted, and that 
the replacement of those stocks, apart from running supplies, must 
absorb large quantities in the very near future. [The annual ex- 
ports of unmanufactured china-clay from the United Kingdom to 
all countries since 1913 have totaled: 1913—629,703 tons, value 
$3,617,902; 1914+628,620 tons, value $3,677,585; 1915—333,964 
tons, value $2,085,709; 1916—393,893 tons, value $2,567,069; 1917— 
310,750 tons, value $2,339,078; 1918—232,464 tons, value $2,258,- 


786; and 1919—286,543 tons, value $3,712,843. For the first three 
months of ‘the present year the shipments amounted to 90,236 
tons, valued at $1,186,419.] 


The Home Trade 


The home trade also reveals hopeful signs. With the paper 
mills going at full blast to overtake a large accumulation of un- 
filled orders, the potteries busily engaged in meeting big demands 
from abroad, the “boom” in the cotton-textile trade, and the re- 
quirements of the chemical trades—all of which industries use 
china-clay at some stage of their work—there is every reason for 
anticipating a revival approaching pre-war dimensions in the 
china-clay trade of Great Britain this year. 


Seamless and Endless Paper Tires 


Gustav Kreuter, of Berlin, has obtained a patent on making 
endless and seamless paper tires by the use of compressed air. 
The lower half of a press ring, consisting of two parts, marked a, 
is filled with paper stock, marked b. Then an empty rubber hose 
is placed in the middle of the stock, with valve d protruding into 
the inner hollow a, thus permitting the employment of an air 
pump. Upon the lower half the upper half of the ring press is 
placed, either filled or subsequently to be filled with paper stock. 
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Then the form is closed by tightening the bolts marked e. Now 
the air pump sets to work, the rubber hose fills up and presses 
the stock against the perforated wall of a. Thus the water is re- 
moved. The air pressure is increased to a degree which will fur- 
nish the desired thickness of the tires. 

The stock dries and becomes solid. When the tire is completely 
hard the press ring may be opened. The tire is ready for use. 
The valve permits renewing of air pressure and regulating same. 
Necessary appliances for fastening the tires to the wheels are pro- 
vided for. 

Dr. Oscar Arendt, of Berlin, obtained a patent on a machine 
that makes hollow containers of paper stock by compressing a 
number of thin layers, lifting them by expansive carriers out of 
fluid stock matter. The outer sieve bag, serving as carrier, is 
large enough to be placed in folds upon the form. This causes 
enough fibre matter to settle upon the form to prevent a distor- 
tion of the layer of stock and also to prevent a break in the sieve 
bag serving as carrier. Details are to be found in D. R. P. 
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St. Regis Paper Co. Making Improvements 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Watertown, N. Y., August 16, 1920.—Extensive improvements 
are now being made by the St. Regis Paper Company to its prop- 
erty at St. Regis Falls, which will mean an increase of efficiency 
and a larger number of employees. The company now owns all 
the industries of the village including the factories occupied now 
by the Brooklyn Cooperage Company excepting the plant of the 
electric light company upon which it has an option. 

The plant of the St. Regis Wood Corporation was purchased 
recently and the dilapidated buildings are now being rebuilt. 
The materials used are being taken from the casing plant aban- 
doned when the other plant was bought. Ground wood is fur- 
nished at this plant to the mills of the company at Deferiet, Her- 
rings and Black River. 

The St. Regis Paper Company now owns 10 miles of water 
rights on the St. Regis river. Important power sites are avail- 
able as soon as the company sees fit to develop. It is expected 
that the electric light plant will ultimately be taken over by the 
paper company and improved service given. 

The St. Regis Paper Company is gradually acquiring extensive 
power rights in this section of the State, and it is said that in 


the not distant future a light and power corporation will be 
formed which will rival the Northern New York Utilities, Inc., 
which now covers the entire section. 


Wrapping Paper Conference 


A conference of the leading wrapping paper manufacturers 
of the Eastern states to discuss the outlook for the industry 
was held at the Hotel Traymore,. Atlantic City on August 11. 
Shortage of materials and the transportation coupled with the 
fuel situation make it impossible to predict a safe or very stable 
future in this market. 

Every aspect of the industry from the cost of obtaining raw 
materials to the difficulty of making deliveries and setting prices, 
was discussed. 

There was incidental mention of the report that there is a 
movement afoot to introduce paper suits from Europe into 
this country. Manufacturers conceded that it was not alto- 
gether improbable that these suits would find a place in some 
of the trades, but as for there ever being any general use of 


them it was very unlikely as long as other materials for clothes 
were available.

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New York Market Review

The tone of the market during the past week has been very 
firm with little change in either direction. The most notable 
thing that has happened has been a slight drop in the price 
of pulp, which is due, according to reports from several sources, 
to recent importations of Scandinavian stock. Roofing rags, 
which were at the bottom of the market a fortnight ago, have 
been showing signs of life, although they are by no means 
lively yet. The shipping situation continues to become a little 
easier from week to week and fewer complaints have been 
registered in the past few days than at any other time this 
summer. There is still an undeniable shortage of cars and 
all sorts of rolling stock, but the railroads seem to be making 
a real effort to clear up the congestion which has been forming 
so long. With the advent of the new freight rates in the fall 
it is hoped that the increased capital derived will permit the 
railroads to get back to normal by next spring and there is at 
present every indication that they will be enabled to do so. 
There is also a good deal less trouble about the fuel situation, 
in general, although from one or two quarters very decided 
complaints have been heard; in fact, one large paper company 
is threatening a general close down if the Interstate Commerce 
Commission does not apportion it cars with which to obtain 
fuel and wood pulp. A general opinion seems to be widespread 
through the market that there is little in the report that prices 
are due for a drop in a few months; on the contrary, many 
articles are expected to rise still higher and present prices, in 
the majority of things, will maintain through the winter. 
Nothing but a general panic or some tremendous cataclysm 
in the financial world can bring down the price of paper. 

News print is still just as lively as ever. Little of this stock 
finds its way to the jobbers, since the demand is so great that 
it is taken up as soon as it comes from the mills. This tends, 
of course, to cut down the amount of spot stuff on hand in 
New York to almost nothing. The mills are filled up with 
orders and, working to capacity, cannot begin to supply the 
demand, so that most of the consumers are forced to scratch 
along as best they can from day to day. 

The same situation prevails in book paper. The demand is 
so far in excess of the supply that the mills are fairly swamped. 
This condition holds prices firm with a rise expected in a 
few weeks. Very little of the stuff gets to the spot market 
except a few odd lots which somehow percolate in, but are 
grabbed up almost as soon as they are found. 

Firm prices and a good demand for all grades mark the 
tissue business for this week. Production has been cut down 
for a few days by the shutdowr of several mills for the mid- 
summer repair season, but these will be going harder than 
ever in a short while. Most contracts are being made on a 
basis of prices to be set at the time of shipment and the mills 
are turning away new customers until they can manage to 
catch up a little with back orders. 

A lack of sufficient raw material marks the situation in the 
board market this week. Both of these articles appear to have 
eased off a bit, but the manufacturers are not particularly 
worried, since they are anxious for a respite in which to catch 
their breath again. Prices remain firm. 





Mechanical Pulp 


There has been a pronounced lack of interest shown by 
buyers in this article; and although it is as scarce as ever, if the 
demand continues to decrease a marked falling off in price 
may be expected as well as a fair supply being collected against 
future inquiries. 


Chemical Pulp 


All the chemical pulps have fallen off to a slight degree 
owing, it is said, to recent heavy importations from Scandi- 
navia. The demand for sulphite is still very great in both 
foreign and domestic bleached and unbleached and all classes 
of this stuff are very scarce with big prices holding firm on 
all of it. Kraft is a busy market, too, and next to none of 
these things can be obtained in the spot market. 


Domestic and Foreign Rags 

New rags. are holding very firm with a good demand and a 
supply which is just about able to keep up with it. Prices 
are remaining steady on the whole, but the general trend is 
upward. In old rags all grades of white are in great demand 
and are likely to continue strong for some time. Buyers are 
evincing a good deal more interest in roofing stock than they 
have for some time and this market has a great deal firmer 
tone. Importations are not any heavier than they were last 
week; in fact, from some quarters a slight falling off was 
reported. 

Old Rope and Bagging 

A pronounced weakness has been shown in this field for the 
greater part of the summer and this week even more of a 
falling off is reported. There seems to be little demand and 
the mills claim that'they are stocked up for weeks to come. 


Waste Paper 


Waste paper, on the other hand, has been steadily growing 
livelier for some time. This week it continues strong, showing 
a decided advance in all the lower grades and a marked firm- 
ness in the others. All of the dealers are expecting that this 
market will prove very good with the advent of the fall 
business. 

Twine 

Twine has shown no change since last week. Prices have 
a tendency to go higher and it is probable that there will be 
a very definite advance in this direction soon.

Paper Strong and Active 

In commenting on the situation as it has unfolded the last week, 
Bradstreet’s says: 

“Generally speaking, as for some time past, the apparent trades, 
so called, are at the pole of depression, while the metal trades, 
especially iron and steel, hardware, paper, coal and coke are at 
the opposite pole of activity and strength of prices.”

ALUM.—There has been little or no change in the alum market 
for the past couple of weeks. The demand is still flourishing 
and there is very little spot stuff on hand in the city. The works 
are fairly flooded with orders. The price is sticking at 4.50@5.50 
cents for lump stock, 4.62@5.75 cents for ground, and 5@6 cents 
for the powdered. 

BLANC FIXE.—There is next to none of this article to be 

- had in the open market in spite of the general easing up of ship- 
ping conditions. The manufacturers seem to be filled up with 
orders and the combination of these circumstances is serving to 
keep the price well up around 6 cents. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The lack of proper containers for 
shipping bleaching powder is still quite a problem, but transporta- 
tion difficulties are reported to be somewhat better. The supply 
of this stock is somewhat better but the price remains so high 
as to be almost prohibitive to small buyers. It is quoted at from 
7.25@8 cents. 

BRIMSTONE.—Sulphur market euniiduns have remained prac- 
tically level for more than a month now. The demand is fair 
and has not gained or fallen off any.’ Shipments are said to be 
coming through a little better. The price is still $18 per ‘long 
ton. 

CASEIN.—There is little or no casein now in the open market 
and the shiploads are smatched up as soon as they come in. 
Because of the under production in Argentine this year dealers 
are expecting an advance in price soon, for the present it is 
15@15.50 cents per pound in large lots. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—There is an excellent demand for caustic 
soda and very little spot on hand, the works are way behind on 
their orders but the railroad situation has eased up matters a bit 
for the consumers. Prices are reported as around $5.85@6.10. 

CHINA CLAY.—There is a big demand for this article, but the 
manufacturers seem to be just about keeping up with their con- 
tracts although there is not overmuch of the stock in the open mar- 
ket. Ocean going and railroad freight are rapidly improving but 
if there should be a marked increase in the demand it would be 
difficult to supply. Prices are approximately: washed, $13@15; 
unwashed, $10@12; imported stock is bringing from $18 to 
$20 a ton. 

ROSIN.—It seems to be impossible to supply the consumers 
with enough of this article. There is none to be had on spot 
in New York, although there is some in the open market in the 
other ports along the Atlantic seaboard. Grades E, F and G 
are all $15.75. 

SODA ASH.—Soda ash is in great demand but it is very 
difficult to procure, since the price is very high. It is quoted 
at 3.75@4 cents. 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—There is practically none of this 
anywhere in sight and the demand is very great. The price has 
been very irregular and has been governed largely by how much 
money the buyer was able to pay. There seems to be no trouble 
at all in getting from 5@6 cents for it. 

STARCH.—There has been no change in the price of starch 
since the slight drop on July 20. Business is a little slack at 
present in this market, for which the manufacturers are thank- 
ful, for it gives them an opportunity to catch up on their iong 
delayed orders. 

SATIN WHITE.—There is little of this to be had on spot. 
The supply is just about able to meet the demand, and trans- 
portation is reported as good except in the South where a short- 
age of car space still exists. The price is 2.50@3 cents. 

TALC.—There has been no change in this market now for 
several weeks. The demand is good and the supply more or less 
limited.
